SUGGEST AMENDMENT. 

This afternoon a compromise was 
suggested in which the Legislature 
would submit a straight anti-saloon 
amendment to the electorate of the 
State at the next general election. 
This is proposed to take the place 
of all liquor legislation at the pres- 
ent session. Those who propose it 
Say that any law passed by the Leg- 
islature will be held up through ref- 
erendum legislation and that the 
sobmission of the amendment to the 
State electorate is the most satisfac- 
tory solution of the whole problem.

TELLS HOW GILL 
TOOK THE COIN. 


Put it in His Side Pocket, 
Bootlegger Testifies. 


Startling Charges ere Mede in 


Cross-examination. 


Sensational Revelations in the 
Seattle Graft Trial. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE—EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH. } 

SEATTLE, March 10. — Sensation 
followed sensation swiftly today in 
the cross-examination of Logan Bil- 
lingsley, bootlegger king, in the 
booze-graft conspiracy trial of Mayor 


Hodge and City Detectives Peyser, 
Poolman, McLennan and Doom. 
First came the declaration by Bil- 
lingsley that his attorney, George 
Vanderveer, who has been a close 
friend of the Mayor for a long time, 
made all preliminary arrangements 
for the city’s compromise with the 
Billingsley brothers and told him 
not to offer Gill less than $7500 when 
he went for incriminating evidence. 
Gill surrendered on August 30. Then 
came with Startling abruptness the 
revelation that Billingsley went to 
Portland October 14, 1916, with a 
woman not his wife and registered 
at the Oregon Hotel as “Clay Allen 
and wife.” Clay Allen is United 
States District Attorney. 

That Billingsley and his brothers 
had held at least three conferences 
at night in the office of Adjt.-Gen. 
Thompson with Sergt. Putnam of 
the “dry” squad, at which evidence 
was gone over, was developed. 

And finally, as a dramatic close to 
the day’s developments, Attorney 
Fulton accomplished the most strik- 
ing admission of the examination. 
“Did you tell newspaper men you 
laid $4000 on the Mayor's desk, then 
looked out the window, and when 
you turned around the money was 
gone?” 

MIGHT HAVE “KIDDED.” 
‘Billingsley hesitated, tried to ex- 
Plain, and finally said: “I might 
somebody and told them 

a 

“So you cal] that a proper subject 
for kidding—the statement you paid 
the Mayor of a city of 350,000 popu- 
lation a bribe of $4000?" shouted 
Fulton. 

The next two bits of startling tes- 
timony were brought out by Attorney 


Beckingham. 
Sandwiched in between the finish 


Fulton came that of Attorney Bell, 
representing Hodge. 

Billingsley said his contribution of 
$1050 to Hodge’s campaign fund 
when the latter was running for Gov- 
ernor in the primaries last fall, and 
his loan of $500 to him, were made 
without any promise or agreement. 
That the government is counting 
on other witnesses to prove its charge 
against Hodge was indicated. 

No mercy was shown Billingsley 
by Tucker and Fulton in their efforts 
to show him up as a slayer of his 
father-in-law, deserter of his wife 
and baby boy, wholesale briber of 
policemen in three “dry” States 
where he sold whisky as a bootleg- 
ger, and as a constant framer of 
false charges and suits made neces- 
sary by the character of the busi- 
ness he had followed. 

SEEK DIRECT ANSWERS. 
They thundered away at him 
ceaselessly in an effort to get direct 
answers to their questions, which 
were adroitly framed. 

“T don’t claim to be a young 
George Washington,” was one of the 
stock replies of Billingsley when he 
was pressed to admit he was a “com- 
mon Mar.” 

Hodge and his attorney appeared 
in court to te on unfriendly terms 
with Gill and Beckingham and their 
attorneys. 

Billingsley answered all questions 
readily, admitting without reserve 
his frequent prosecutions in Okla- 
homa and West Virginia. for viola- 
tion of ‘the prohibition and  anti- 
gambling laws, but insisting he was 
an honest man because he paid his 
debts and had never been guilty of 
perjury. He told one of the cross- 
examiners that he was not thorough- 
ly .reformed and had no intention 
of joining the church. but was “abso- 
lutely disgusted” with the fllicit 
liquor business. He said: 

“IT have never denied in Seattle 
that I was in«¢he liquor business 
and that I was selling all the liquor 
I could.” 

GREED OF POLICEMEN. 
When taken to task for bribing 
policemen, he answered: “You 
don’t Have to ask them to take 
money; they come to you.” 

Billingsley denied that he had 
been promised immunity for his 
eatimony for the government. al- 
ae be had tried hard enough 
to effect an agreement. He had 
made a special plea to the District 
Attorney that the whole burden of 
punishment fall upon him, and not 


on his brothers. Fred and Ora, 
aged 24 and 19.

DENIAL BY JOHNSON. 
TO TAKE SENATE JOB. 

{BY A, P. NIGHT WIRE.) 

SACRAMENTO, March 10.—Con- 
jJectural reports emanating from 
Sacramento today that Hiram John- 
son Was planning to relinquish his 
United States Senatorship-elect in 
favor of Chester Rowell of Fresno, 
and to retain hig present post as 
Governor, brought forth a shower of 
denials today. 

At noon today the Governor per- 
sonally issued the statement that the 
report was “wholly and absolutely 
faise.”’ 

By mid-afternoon his secretary's 
desk was piled with telegrams from 
all parts of the country, demanding 
whether there was truth in the ru- 
mor. One Washington dispatch in- 
dicated that the report had been ac- 
cepted as fact, and that history was 
being searched for precedents of a 
Senator-elect preferring to remain 
Governor. 

The fact that Raymond Robbins, 
National Progressive leader: Meyer 
Lissner of Los Angeles, and Chester 
Rowell paid a call on the Governor 
this morning, was accepted by per- 
sons cogitating the retirement ru- 
mor, as evidence that Johnson was 
planning a coup, and that the coop 
could be nothing less than resigna- 
tion of the Senatorship-elect.

Tracy, charged with counseling, aid- 
ing and abetting the murder of Dep- 
uty Sheriff Jefferson Beard. Tracy 
went to Everett as a member of the 
“free-speech” expedition sent by 
Seattle headquarters of the Indus- 
trial Workers of the World on the 
Steamer Verona, and which Sheriff 
McRae, backed by a posse, forbade 
to land. 

Clay testified that after Sheriff 
McRae was wounded he drew his 
pistol and began firing. After emp- 
tying his pistol he went into the 
dock warehouse, reloaded his pistol 
and fainted. Answering a question 
on cross-examination as to whether 
he shot Beard, Clay said he did not 
know. 

Clay, who was one of the deputy 
sheriffs drawn up on the dock under 
command of Sheriff McRae when 
the Verona arrived, corroborated 
the story told by Harry W. Shaw, 
another deputy, yesterday. On cross- 
examination Clay said he was a 
member of the EverettqCommercial 
Club, his dues being gaid by the 
Weyerhauser Mill Company. The 
deputies had held meetings at the 
club, he said, and had been ad- 
dressed by millowners. Witness did 
not know whether other mill em- 
ployees had their club memberships 
paid by employers. 

After court adjourned Prosecuting 
Attorney Black of Snohomish county 
said Clay could not possibly have 
shot Beard, for Beagd was shot in 
the breast, and Clay was firing from 
a position behind where Beard fell.

Marshal Hoetzendorf. 


One was to Bank on a Split of the Races in Austria- 
Hungary and the Other to Refuse to Negotiate for 
Peace When the Kaiser Suggested It—So Says Field 


USTRO-HUNGARIAN GREAT 

HEADQUARTERS, Feb. 17 

(via Vienna, Berlin and Tuck- 
erton, N. J., March 10.)—‘“Our ene- 
mies have made two cardinal mis- 
takes in this war,” said Field Mar- 
#hal Baron Conrad von Hoetzendorf, 
chief of the General Staff of the 
Austro-Hungarian army, to the As- 
sociated Press today. “The first 
mistake was that they believed that 
the races. forming the Austro-Hun- 
garian monarchy would fall asun- 
der at the war's outbreak. The sec- 
ond was when, a few weeks ago, 
they failed to accept our peace of- 
fer, interpreting this evidently as a 
sign that the water was well up to 
our chins, in other ways, that mili- 
tarily and economically, we were on, 
| the verge of collapse. 
“No greater mistakes ever were 
made. That the Central Powers 
made a peace offer was due alone 
to the joint desire to end the sense- 
less butchering and the destruction 
of everything that centuries of civ- 
ilization have given to Europe. I 
will say here that to end this war 
was and is the keenest desire of our 
Emperor, our commander-in-chief, 
who, in some thirty-months 6f ex- 
perience at our fronts, knows every 
side of the war.” 

HIS APPEARANCE. 
Field Marshal Von Hoetzendorf is 
aman past 60 years, to whose de- 
cidedly youthful and strong face a 
rich crop of gray hair and mus- 
tache give a striking appearance. 
He is of medium ,height and of 
somewhat slender build. 
When the field marshal received 
the correspondent of the Associated 
Press he was dressed in the plainest 
manner, carrying no decorations, 
and seemed to fit admirably into his 
workshop-—a plain, large room, the 
center of which was occupied by a 
large table covered with maps.

DECLARED INVALID. 


SUPREME COURT OPINION HITS 
HILL-STREET BORE. 


| 


Los Angeles Declared to be With- 

out Authority to Assess District ~“ 

to Pay for the Construction of 

the Work—Second-street Project 

may be Affected. 


That Los Angeles was without au- 
thority to assess the local district 
to pay for the construction of the 
Hili-street tunnel was decided yes- 
terday by the State Supreme Court. 


the Vrooman Act nor the provisions 
of the city charter empower the city 
to levy this assessment. The bonds 
heretofore issued by the city upon 
the property involved, therefore, it 
is said, become invalid and void. 
The tunnel was completed in 1913 
and the property of the district was 
assessed and bonds were issued, An 
action was brought by Ellen Thomp- 
son, the McCarthy estate and 100 
other property owners resisting pay-. 
ment of the bonds, which were 
sought to be made a lien on the 
property within the district. The 
lower court's judgment declared the 
bonds to be valid and decided that 
the city had the right to s0 assess 
the property. The Supreme Court, 
in an opinion written by Associate 
Justice Melvin and unanimously 
concurred in by the other members, 
reverses the Los Angeles court and 
holds the assessment to be invalid. 
The city of Los Angeles contend- 
ed that its power to assess the dis- 
trict in question was derived from 
the Vrooman Street Improvement 
Act and by section 2, subdivision 19, 
of the charter.» The property own- 
ers, on the other hand, asserted that 
the Vrooman act did not in its pro- 
visions contemplate the construc- 
tion of a tunnel of the character 
bored and that the act provided for 
“tunnels,” which were merely con- 
duits for water drainage from sur- 
face streets, and that the construc- 
tion was neither a street improve- 
ment nor a public improvement 
within the scope of the act. Also, 
they contended, while the char- 
ter gave power to construct a tun- 
nel for passengers and vehicles it 
did not provide for the assessment 
for such construction.

Desperadoes. 
ANDITS WOUND 


WELL - DRESSED YOUTHS HOLD 
UP STOREKEEPERS. 


Armed with automatic revolvers, 
two youthful bandits early last night 
shot and seriously wounded Peter 
Polamero, 40 years of age, and Gus 
Arados, 35 years old, as they stood 
behind the counters of their gro- 
cery store at No. 1636 East Fiftieth 
Place. <As the two wounded men 
fell, the robbers fired a parting shot 
at Gus Polamero, a brother of Peter, 
and fled. They secured no loot. 

The injured men, after being 
treated at the Receiving Hospital, 
said the bandits entered the store 
and purchased some tobacco. Turn- 
ing as they reached the front door, 
they both drew automatic revolvers 
and ordered Peter Polamero and 
Arados to throw up their hands. 
Both men attempted to flee. . 

As the owners of the grocery store 
tried to leap from behind the cou)- 
ters the bandits fired. The first shot 
struck Polamero in the back just at 
the waist line and passed through 
his body. Before Arados could 
reach the door he was shot in the 
back, the bullet shattering his ribs 
on the right side and entering the 
lung. The bandits then fled after 
firing one shot at Gus Polamero, 


who rushed into the store from a 
house in the rear. 7 

Detectives who investigated the 
shooting say the bandits are young 
men. They were dressed in fashion- 
able clothing and both were short, 
light overcoats. They were not 
masked and carried new automatic 
revolvers. They both were Amer- 
icans. The police say they are 
members of a gang which has been 
operating in the University district 
for months.

FOOD PRICE SCALE. 


STUDENT CAFETERIAS AD- 
VANCE BUT FEW ITEMS. 


Potatoes and Milk Present 
Greatest Difficulty — Cake, Pie 
and Soup Made to Meet Differ- 
ence in One Case—No Change 
at Some Institutions. 


An investigation of the prices 
charged by the high school cafe- 
terias, which are maintained for the 
purpose of furnishing the students 
with wholesome food at actual cost, 
shows that only in a very few in- 
stances have prices been advanced, , 
despite the high range of cost pre- 
vailing in all foodstuff lines. 

The Franklin High School cafe- 
teria has found it necessary to 
raise the price of potatoes from 3 
to 5 cents per order and milk from 
2 to 4 cents per half-pint. The Los 
Angeles High School cut down the 
size of portions served one-fourth, 
and is losing money at that, but this 
loss is compensated for by selling 
ice cream and candy, which yield 
sufficient profit to carry the food 
branch of the enterprise. 

The Polytechnic High School has 
managed to make ends meet with- 
out a ra _@ue to the fact that 
supplies wére contracted for in ad- 
vance and to the practice of most 
rigid economy. 

At the Lincoln’ High School pie, 
cake and soup have been ‘raised in 
price from 3 to 5 cents, but other 
foods are sold at the same scale as 


last year. 
The Manual Arts High School also 
has contracted for its supplies in 
advance, and by this method has 
been enabled to maintain the old 
schedule. 

The larger schools, serving from 
800 to 1500 students, have been. 
able to keep the price of staples 
down to the old figure by slightly 
increasing some of the items, such 


as pie and cake.

There has been an increase of $40,- 
000,000 during the last five years; further 
increases in twenty-eight counties are con- 
templated in county government bills now 


“before the Legislature. There ’is probably 


no other State in the Union where improvi- 
‘dence and waste in county government are 
so generally distributed. 

There are other States in which the cost 
of county government is high, but in these 
the counties exercise many of the functions 
of State government and the cost of State 
administration is correspondingly low. 
There are other commonwealths wherein 
the cost of State government is high and 
that of the counties correspondingly low. 
But in California the per capita cost of 
State government and of county govern- 
ment is in each case the highest known in 
the United States. Here the high cost of 
government has become a burden to the 
taxpayers and a menace to the general wel- 
fare. 

For every effect there must be a cause. 


Why do the same counties pay $90,000,000 


for county government in 1916 that paid 


but $50,000,000 in 19127 What is the secret | 


force that is sending our taxes soaring sky- 
ward at so rapid a pace? These are ques- 
tions that interest every taxpayer, for it 
will be admitted by all but a few office. 
holders that this increase in taxes is out 
of al] proportion to the benefits received. 


It is essential] to note that this rapid in- 
crease in the cost of county government 
started in 1911 and has been continuing 
“progressively” ever gince. In the years 
1910 and 1911 there were two important 
changes in the tax laws of California. The 
first of these was a constitutional amend- 
ment that withdrew certain classes of prop- 
erty from municipal and county taxation, 
reserving them for State taxation only. 
These include public service corporations, 
banks, insurance companies and _  inher- 
itances. The result is that the average 
citizen pays only an indirect State tax. A 
combination was formed between the cor- 
porations and the State administration. 
The same administration that taxes the 
big public utility companies fixes also the 
rates which they are permitted to charge 
‘for their service. When the State ma- 


Chine needs more gasoline the tax rate of 


the corporations is advanced: but the cor- 
porations do not make any vigorous pro- 
test, for the reason that they are assured 
privately that the increased tax will be 
considered when the rates which they 
may charge for.service are fixed. The 
citizens of the State at large pay this in- 
crease in their bills for light, heat, trans- 
portation, insurance, motor vehicle 
licenses and in other indirect forms. In 
‘this way the cost of State government has 
doubled in the last six years and the 
people pay the bills through indirect tax- 
ation. It is an invidious form of taxation, 
a kind of financial malady whose ravages, 
like those of certain physical diseases, are 
none the less fatal because they are hid- 
den. But the effect is revealed in the 
highest per capita cost of State govern- 
ment in the Union. | 

Political rings of the different counties 
took advantage of this separation of State 
and county sources of revenue to raise 
salaries and double or treble thé number 
of employees in favored departments. 
Formerly the State and county tax 
was included in one rate and »paid 
in a single bill. Every county in the 
State, without exception, advanced the 
cost of county government to the point 
that the tax rate for county government 
alone was as high as was formerly paid 
for both State and county government. 
There is not a county in California that 
does not pay more for county govern- 
ment alone than it paid for both State and 
county government prior to 1911. | 

This increase in the cost of county gov- 
ernment was made possible by reason of 
a constitutional amendment which pro- 
vided that the number of employees in 
every county, both elective and appointive 
and their salaries should be fixed by the 
State Legislature. It directs that the 
counties of the State shall be divided in- 
to classes, based on population, and that 
each county in a class shall have the same 
departments and employees and shal! pay 
the same salaries. The object of this was 
to stabilize the cost of county government 
in California. If the spirit of this amend- 
ment had been carried out there would 
have been no $40,000,000 increase in — the 
cost of county government in four years. 
The mistake made was that the number 
of classes was not specified. Eight classes 
were advocated by the proponents of the 
amendment, but it is not so written in the 
act. 

When the 1911 Legislature assembled, 
Gov. Johnson made his famous combina- 


tion of State and county political ma- 
| chines by securing the passage of a 


county government act which made not 
eight classes of counties but fifty-eight. 
Each county was placed in a different class. 
Then the log-rolling began. Pay rolls 
were padded, salaries were doubled, ex- 
penses were multiplied. When taxpayers 
protested the county officials replied: “It 
is not our fault. We are not responsible. 
Those salaries were fixed by the Legisla- 
ture. They are the same everywhere.” 

In’ the Legislature it became an unwrit- 
ten law that a county-government Dill ap- 
proved by the member or members repre- 
senting that county should not be opposed. 
That law, although not on the _ statute 
books, is regarded as binding by the 
present Legislature. Last week there was 
a discussion in the State Senate over a 
county government bill for Sacramento 
county. A-first-rear Senator proposed an 
amendment. He was immediately at- 
tacked and threatened by the administra- 
tion leaders. 

“Do you desire to have the Senate inter- 
fere in the county ‘government bil! for 
your county?” he was asked. “Do you de- 
sire to break the precedent which gives to 
tile representative of each county the right 
of fixing the pay roll and salaries for the 
departments of that county? If you do not 


withdraw your opposition you will en- / 


counter opposition not to your liking when 
the bill for your county is considered.” 
This was said in open session on the 
floor of the State Senate. The new mem- 
her apologized and subsided. Yet he was

taking the action which the State consti- 
tution contemplates that should be taken. 
The Senate simply reaffirmed the doubtful 
precedent which is costing the taxpayers 


Of the State at least $20,000,000 a year. 


State and county associations of tax- 
payers have been organized in California 
to protest against increased taxes. The 
representatives of these associations go to 
Sacramento, at the expense of the _ tax- 
payers whom they represent, but they are 
overawed by the arrogance of the adminis- 
tration and their protests. never take defi- 
nite form. Until this system is broken up 
and it becomes possible to fix direct 
responsibility for these increases the cost 
of county government will continue to 
soar. 

Both systems of taxation have been 
proven by the experience of the last six 


years to be inimical to the public good. 


They offer a medium for increasing the 
cost of State and county government to un- 
measured lengths and they are so drawn 
that it is not easy to fix responsibility for 
the increase. But they will never be re- 
pealed under present political conditions: 
they are bonanzas for the taxeaters and 
the grafting politicians and _ these will 
fight for them to the last ditch. It fs time 
that the ‘subscribers to the funds of some 
of these private tax associations should 
demand of their representatives what they 
are doing in Sacramento during the 
present session of the Legislature in which 
Waste, Graft and Greed run riot. Where 
retrenchment had been expected, extrava- 
gance is king. Judging by bills recom- 
mended favorably by Senate and Assem- 
bly committees to date, the waste of State 
and county money at this session will be 
the greatest in the history of the State. 


UPPLY AND DEMAND. 

Money, whether deposited in a bank or 
locked in a safe deposit vault, has dete- 
riorated in value in the last two years. A 
hundred dollars in gold is worth now but 
$70, for it will purchase only 70 per cent. 


or will pay for only 70 per cent. as much 
manual labor as it would two years ago. 
There are exceptions to this, among which 
_are newspapers, books, railroad and steam- 
er fares and the wages of brain workers. 

Prices of commodities, especially of 
food and clothing, depend upon supply and 
demand. A war which diminishes the pro- 
duction and increases the consumption of 
potatoes and beans and flour and meat in- 
creases their prices. This makes necessary 
an increase in the cost of living, and nec- 
essarily an increase in the wages of those 
who make shoes and hats and coats and, as 
a result, those who wear shoes and hats and 
coats have to pay more for them. 

Says Fiske: “The price of anything is 
low when it is common and abundant and 
easily got, or when nobody cares or thinks 
much about it; and the price is high when 
the thing is scarce, dificult to obtain and 
much desired.” 

Everywhere and always the price of each 
thing will depend, upon the relation of sup- 
ply and demand, or the quantity to be had 
and the strength of the desire to have it, 
coupled with the means of getting it. With 
most things which satisfy the wants of 
man the supply is constantly varying. New 
resources may be discovered and opened 
up; methods of availing of thém may be 
made more effective; processes of putting 
them in form for use may be improved, and 
so the supply may be Increased’ On the 
other hand, there may be a dwindling of re- 
sources by exhaustion, wasteful methods or 
neglect; or the means Of availing of them 
may deteriorate. Then the supply will be 
diminished. ‘In case of products of the soil, 
the supply may also be affected by climatic 
changes. 
~ "In the case of real estate in towns the 
price is affected by an increasing or a de- 
creasing population, and an increase or a 
decrease of population may result from un- 


| controllable causes, A mining may be 


as much of anything to eat, drink or wear, 


depopulated by the exhaustion of the mines. 
Virginia City in Nevada once had a busy 
population of 25,000, and real estate sold 
for $500 a front foot. Now it is deserted, 


and real estate is worthless. At that time 


Los Angeles had 12,000 people, and real 
estate in what is now the business center 
sold for $20 per front foot. Now it has 
600,000 population, and the same realty can- 
not be bought for $3000 a front foot. 

No one is wise enough to predict with 


accuracy either the final result of the great 


war or the final consequences of it to the 
people of Europe or the people of America. 
There will be in the warring countries a 
few million less bodies to feed and clothe 
and warm, and a few million less hands to 
provide the food and raiment and fuel. 

In our own country there is not likely 
to be any great or disastrous industrial 
changes. The sun will shine and the rains 
will fall and the earth will laugh with har- 
vests from the Penobscot to the Sacramen- 
to just the same, whether Entente Powers 
or the Central Powers gain the final vic- 
tory; and the turbines will clatter and the 
forges glow and the spindles hum in Amer- 
ica, even if Europe shall {illustrate the nur- 
sery rhyme that:-+ 

“George and Bill went down the hill 

To engage in mutual slaughter: 

Bill. fell down and lost his crown, 

And George came tumbling after.”

ON MINERAL CLAIMS. 


TITLE SUBJECT TO CONTEST 
FROM LOCATION DATE. 


Land Office Officials Announce 
Change in Ruling Which Affects 
Thousands of Entrymen—Pres-' 
ence «! Mineral Must be Proved 


and Transportation Assured, 


An opinion making it the future 
rule of the Department of the Gen- 
eral Land Office, that contests 
against mineral entries may be in- 
stituted when the location notice is 
filed in the office of the County Re- 
corder, instead of waiting until the 
issuance of a patent to the land, as 
has been the rule, was announced 
yesterday by Register Roche and 
Receiver Mitchell, of the local Land 


Under the judgment, the land de- 
partment reverses an opinion given 
December 24, 1913, and returns to 
the practice authorized in the case 
of H. H. Yard, who is well known to 
land attorneys and dealers in g0Vv- 
ernment lands. It means that nu- 
merous contests will be at once in- 
stituted in cases where contestants 
are of the opinion that sufficient 
cause exists for opposing a patent 
to certain lands. 

- The matter comies up on an affir- 
mation of a judgment rendered in 
1913, by Register Buren and Ke- 
ceiver Robinson, then in charge of 
the local Land Office, in favor of 
the government, in the suit brought 
to take from Joseph Glaver the 
right to 160 acres of alleged mineral 
land in Great Bear Lake country. 
Glaver and seven others had en- 
tered the quarter section, alleging 
that it was mineral land. 

The General Land Office decides 
against Glaver, on the ground that

Increase of Pipe Line Facilities 
from California Fields to Sea 
Ports Causes More and | 
Bigger Oi) Ships to 
be Built, 


With the prospective increase of 


7 pipe line facilities for the trans- 


portation of ol] from the Califor- 
nia fields to seaports for loading 
on ships, and the further expan- 
sion of the fast-growing demand at 
bome and abroad for petroleum, it 
is of general interest to note the 
advance made in recent years in ths 
building and equipment of vessels 
for the conveyance of oil required 
in the coastwise and fereign trade. 
The companics engaged in the dis- 
tributior of California oil by sea are 
the Standard Oi! Company, the As- 
sociated Oil Company, and the Union 
Oil Company, and contracts for the 
construction of tankers have been 
‘placed by the Shell Oi] Company 
and the Pan-American Petroleum 
and Transportation Company. These 
orders were placed last year. 

Coal oil, the most important re- 
fined product, has found its largest 
toreign market tn China and Japan, 
while the heaviest consumer of 
naphtha produced in California has 
been Canada, and the greater part, 
by far, of lubricating oi] has gone 
to meet the demands of British 


colonists, 


Coastwise shipments of petroleum 
are made by the Associated Oli! 
Company from San Francisco Bay, 
Alcatraz, Redondo and Monterey. 
and those by the Union O11 Com- 
pany from Port San Luis, San Pedro 
and Ventura, while the foreign and 
coastwise shipments of the Standard 
Oi Company are from El Segundo 
and Richmond. 2 

The capacity of the largest ves- 
sel operated by the Associated ON 
Company in 1915 was 65,000 Dar- 
rels, and that of the smallest of 
the fleet was 9880 barrels. The 
steamer D. G. Scofield, the biggest 
of the Standard Oi] Company's fleet, 
containg eighteen main oil tanks. 
with a capacity of 80,000 barrels of 
forty-two gallons each. 

The pioneer oil tanker of the 
Pacific Coast was the George Loomis, 
built. in 1896 to convey crude oil 
in bulk from the fields in Ventura 
county to the refinery at Alameda 
Point, across the bay from San Fran- 
cisco. Her carrying capacity was 
6400 barrels.

He stood on street corners 
and begged for a living, and he says 
now that it pald well, but it did not 
satisfy him. 
SHATTERED NERVES. 

“You don’t know what it means,” 
he said, “unless you have been that 
way. I felt there was nothing more 
in life for me. It took all the nerve 
out of me. I had the @esire to do 
things, but hands seemed so neces- 
sary. Nobody seemed to want me, 
or I thought they didn’t. For a long 
time I lacked nerve to try to do very 
much. I hated to be called a 
cripple.” 

Four years ago Mr. Glasgow came 
to Venice. He took up an occupa- 
tion that seems almost impossible 
for one in his condition. He became 
an expressman. One day the Ven- 
ice Police Station bell rang; a wom- 
an on Center street wanted an ex- 
pressman. The man on the desk, 
being only human, thought of Joe 
Glasgow and sent him to the place, 
The woman called the etation again.

The woman did. She was 4as- 
tounded.

AIDS STEPMOTHER. 


The stepmother of the hendiess 
man, Mrs. Etta Glasgow, 56 years

note “went to the bat’’ for Joe Glas- 


gow and called the attention of the 
Venice Trustees to the man’s condi- 
tion and his constant endeavor. 

“A handless man!" they said. 
“Why. he could not do the work 
necessary.” 

But Jack Connors said he could 
and enumerated his friend's accom- 
plishments. 

“Joe Glasgow,” he said. “can 
swing a pick, can shovel dirt, can 
load a trunk, a I have seen him 
hold up the lower end of a piano 
going upstairs. He can drive a 
team, and can work faster and bet- 
ter than nine-tenths of the work- 


men. 

This little talk got the place, and 
Mr. Glasgow was installed as city 
teamster eight months ago. It was 
done at first with doubt and trepida- 
tion on the part of the Trustees, but 
they soon learned they had made no 
mistake. 

HE'S A FIGHTER. 

In order to help the man, Trus- 
tee Smart had him make regular 
trips to the Trustees’ farm. Four 


Japanese, who objected to the tak- 
ine of garbage that they wanted, 
one night waylaid him. The Jap- 
anese drove their wagon in front of 
Mr. Glasgow's so as to block him. 
The handless man got down from 
his wagon, and in a few short mo- 
ments, while Superintendent of 
Streets H. B. Eakins }tood by in 
wonder, showed the Japanese a new 
form of jiu-jitsu. Two were knocked 
out and Mr. Glasgow mounted his 
wagon. The other two climbed on 
and started battle, but a few jabs 
with the elbow sent them sprawling 
on the road. 

On another occasion a lost dog 
came to Mr. Glasgow's home. He 
has an inherent love for animals, 
and they immediately make up to 
him. The dog found a home. Soon 
a demand was made for it by a cir- 
cus man, who called Joe a cripple, 
and said that was the only reason 
a whipping was not given for an 
alleged attempt to “steal” the dog. 
This angered Mr. Glaszow. The dog 
trainer went back to the circus 
much beaten up. | 

CRIPPLE’S PHILOSOPHY. 

To the uninitiated the philosophy 
of a “cripple” is a novelty. Mr. 
Glasgow does not admit being a 
cripple now, but he has the philos- 
ophy. Here it is: 

“The future may look black, but 
there is a chance. 

“The gteatest discovery I ever 
made was that I could make friends. 
It was a great revelation to me. 

“T sympathize with a cripple, and 
even now every time I pass one on 
a street corner I drop a few coins 
in his little tin cup.

In response to a call ° from the 


Comptroller of the Currency at 


Washington, made yesterday, the 
thirteen national banks of Los An- 


| geles issued statements showing that 
on the 6th inst., there was over 


$92,000,000 on deposit in the 
financial inatitutiong under Fed- 


eral regulation. Although deposits 
have declined some $230,000 since 


the date of the last call, on Decem- 
ber 27, 1916, this Is not considered 


surprising under the circumstances, 
when it ig considered the United 
States has been under the shadow 
ot war for the past forty days, which 
has naturally resulted in a con- 
traction of business activity, with 
a consequent decrease in bank de- 
posits. 


The item of loans and discounts 


shows an increase of about $2,000,- 
000, evidencing a heavier demand 


for industrial expenditure during 


the last two months. Total loans 
and discounts on March 5 were 
$65,646,250 as compared with $63,- 
476,479 on December 27, 1916. 


Available cash declined over 


$2,000,000 since the first of the year, 
the figures on March 5 showing 
$33,381,592 against $35,455,624 on 
the day of the last call. Notwith- 
standing thig fact, local bankers 
made the statement yesterday that 
this city was in excellent business 
shape and that the banks of Los 
Angeles could stand any amount of 
pressure that could be brought to 
bear upon them in the event of ac- 
tual war with Germany. Following 
are the comparative statistics for 
the last two calls:

These several amounts are, or 
should be, ascertained pefore the 
assessed value is even known. The 
assessed value should have absolute- 
ly no bearing on the amount of 
revenue necessary to be raised by 
taxation. These different amounts 
are, or should be, entirely independ- 
ent of each @ther. It is not nec- 
essary to know, nor should it be 
taken into consideration, what the 
assessment roll amounts to, in fix- 
ing the amount necessary to run the 
county, schools and different mu- 
nicipalities for the fiscal year. 

It is necessary to know the as- 
sessed value, after the amount of 
revenue to be raised has been 
ascert in order to fix the rate 
of taxation per $100, but for that 
purpose alone, The revenue abso- 
lutely necessary to provide for gov- 
ernmental expenses should be the 
only guide in determining the 
amount of revenue to be raised by 
taxation, The assessed value should 
never be taken into consideration, 
except where a limitation is placed 
on the rate of taxation, and in that 
case it would operate to reduce 
rather than inctease the rate. 

HIGH ASSESSMENT. 

No tax-fixing body has a right to 
increase the revenues of any mu- 
nicipality or municipal corporation 
by reason of a high assessed value. 
The strongest argument against a 
high valuation is that the different 
legislative bodies will take advan- 
tage of a high assessed value and 
increase the revenues accordingly. 

As to the taxes of a city, it makes 
no difference whether the city or 
county makes the assessment. The 
city authorities have absolute con- 
trol over the city budget and the 
city tax rate. They alone determine 
the amount of revenue to be raised. 
If the county assessment is used by 
the city, the county officers have no 
authority to increase or decrease 
the amount so_ established. They 
,Simply levy for and collect’ the 


amounts as determined by the city 
bates from him, as the ogee authorities. By vote of the people 


at the municipal election of last Oc- 
tober, the city’s assessment and tax 
collection work will henceforth be 
taken care of by the county. 

Taxes for school purposes are fixed 
by the different school boards, except 
as to certain fixed taxes authorized 
by the State law, and which must be 
levied by the Board. of Supervisors. 
The greater portion of school taxes 
is made up of special taxes and is 
under the direct control of the school 
boards, who ascertain and report 
the amount of revenue to be raised 
to the Superintendent of Schools and 
the Board of Supervisors. As in 
the case of the city using the coun- 
ty assessment, the Board of Super- 
visors acts as the agent of the schoo) 
board in levying taxes and collert- 
ing revenue. However, in levying 
the tax for school purposes the 
Board of Supervisors has the power 
under certain limitations to reduce 
the amounts asked. 

SUPERVISORS’ FUNCTION. 
| The volume of revenue and the 
tax rate for county taxes, other than 
for school purposes, is controlled 
and fixed by the Board of Supervis- 
ors. A large percentage of county 
taxes levied is for certain fixed pur- 
poses and is provided for by State 


w. 

Special taxes for road, water, 
lighting and other improvement 
purposes, in districts demanded and 
established by the people them- 
selves, are becoming alarmingly 
large, and in some districts almost 
confiscatory. In these districts, when 
taxes and bonds are voted, the 


native but to make the levy and

The people themselves are larcely 
responsible for high taxes. They 
vote bonds and special taxes, and 
the debt and interest thus created 
must be paid. They insist on the 
expenditure of tax money for certain 
projects and improvements, and tu 
meet this demand revenues must be 
provided. 

INCREASING WANTS. 


T. E. Lyons of the Wisconsin Tax 
Commission says: modern bud- 
get contains many items not 
cluded a few years agro. These 
things cannot be had without money. 
No one considers high taxes desir- 
able, and no public officer would 
voluntarily increase them. He well 
realizes high taxes are not popular 
and does not enjoy the  criticiem 
they provoke. Nevertheless, taxes 
constantly increase with the increas- 
ing complexity of civilization, as if 
in obedience to a naturallaw. How 
is the phenomenon to be explained? 
Why must we all have what nobody 
wants? The obvious answer is that, 
while nobody wants high taxes, 
practically everybody wants the 
things that make taxes high. For

“Have you been stolen yet?’ is 
now the most popular inquiry in mo- 
tion-picture circles.

Films are stolen from exchanges, and 
even from street cars while in proc- 
ess of transportation. 

The stolen films are sold to the ex- 
port trade in Europe and South 
America. From information now be- 
ing collected by the National Asso- 
clation it is estimated the theft losses 
for the last six months total almost

The hills He at the feet 
of the mountains, and all are en- 
shrouded in frail mists of blue and 
lavender. that permit the light to 
shine through them to reveal splen- 
dors and immensities. A stream 
lies gray in the foreground. Tha 
sky, delicately greenish in hue, 
holds clouds suffused with rose and 
gold. It is a fine picture, with many 
subtleties and nuances, and it is 
even bigger than ita size. 

In “Shadowed Hills” there is a 


‘ suggestion of mauve in the many 


tones of green, and the sky is mauve 
and gray, showing bright rifts of 
light, while the foreground shadow 
holds wine-browns. In “The Ford, 
Santa Ynez,” the numerous hills of 
the middle distance He dreaming in 
the golden glow of afternoon color 
and light, a solid phalanx of oaks 
at their base, a narrow line of sun- 
lit sky above them. In “Alum Rock 
Hills” we have brilliant sunlight on 
the slopes that show the greens of 


spring and segments of tan-colored 


soil. The clouds are agleam with 
light. 
“The Desert’ is something of a 


departure for this painter, who gen-

Another of the remarks attrib- 
uted to him is said to have been 
made at the battle of Shiloh.

He 
asked Grant what had been done in 
this direction, and received this re- 


ply: “I have not despaired of whip- 
ping them yet.”

Some of Grant's letters have a 
quaint humor.

He wrote to 
Sherman: “They seem to put a great 
deal of faith in the Lord and Joe 
Johnston, but you must whip John- 
ston at fifteen miles from 
here.” | 
The Rev. Dr. C. C. McCabe, in 
talking with a newspaper reporter 
recently, gave this contribution to the 
war memories connected with the 
ex-President’s name: “Seven weeks 
ago I had an interview with Gen. 
Grant. The conversation turned up- 
on the war. I asked him the ques- 
tion, ‘Did you take Lee’s sword at 
Appomattox?’ His reply was in the 
following language, almost to the 
letter: ‘No, I did not. *Lee came 
there wearing the magnificent sword 
which the State of Virginia gave 
him, evidently expecting that it 
would be preserved in the archives 
of the government. But I did not 
want him to surrender it to me. I 
sat down at once and busied myself 
with writing the terms of surrender. 
When I had finished them I handed 
them to Gen. Lee. He read them 
and remarked. “They certainly are 
very generous terms indeed.” He 
then told me that his cavalrymen 
owned their own horses, and if they 
were deprived of them they could 
not put In their crops. Then I gave 
the order: “Take your horses home 
with you, for you'll need them in 
the spring ploughing.”’ This is the

me in Grant’s own parlor. Caesar 
would have had that sword; Na- 
poleon would have demanded it;

Gen. Grant’s parentage was trace- 
able through a line of Puritan pa- 
triots far back to England. A Hart- 
ford gentleman having access to the 
first page of a thick little memoran- 
dum book, well preserved in its 
sheepskin bindings in which such 
matters are noted, once copied the 
following entries: 

“May the 29, 1645, Mathew Grant 
and Susanna ware maried. Mathew 
Grant was then three and fortey 
yeares of age, seven monoths and 
evyghtene dayes; borne in the yeare 
1601, October 27, Tuesdaye. Susan- 
nah Graunt was then three and 
fourtey yeares of age, seven weeks 
and 4 dayes; borne in the yeare 
1602, April the 5, Mondaye.” 

is was the second marriage of 
Grant’s great-great-grandfa- 
In Galena, when the war broke 
out, Gen, t was principally 
noted for saying little. The one es- 
sential requisite for a successful 
storekeeper in a western town, the 
gift of talking, he utterly lacked. He 
despised the petty quarrels about 
local politics and seemed to have no 
theories of government to spread 
before his customers. When one of 
them attempted to engage him in a 
discussion of some such matter he 
is said to have replied: 


“I don’t know anything of party d 


politics and I don’t want to. There 
is one subject on which I feel per- 
fectly at home. Talk to me of that 
and I shall be happy to hear you.” 

What is that?” “Tanning leather.” 

Senator “Ben” Wade, the bluff old 
Ohioan, during the wrangle over the 
War Office with President Johnson, 
said to a newspaper reporter: “I 
have often tried to find out whether 
Grant is for Congress or Johnson, or 
what the devil he is for. but I can 
never get anything out of him. As 
quick as I talk politics Grant wilt! 
talk horse, and he can talk horse by 
the hour.” 

When the general was acting as 
Secretary of War in 1867, an editor 
from the Southwest pushed into his 
office and insisted on worming out an 
interview. Grant turned the subject. 
The editor promptly came back to it 
and said: “General, we want to run 
you for President, and I want to 
know what I can say when I return 
home.” The general said peremp- 
torily: “Say nothing, sir; I want 
nothing said.” 

Gen. Grant recently told the. story 
of his appointment to West Point to 
an intimate friend. His account of 
it was substantially as follows: “My 
father was a good writer and some- 
thing of a politician; indeed, a good 
deal of one. He had become es- 
tranged from Congressman Thomas 
L. Hamer, afterward Gen. Hamer, 
who represented our district. The 
cadet who represented the district 
died. My father wanted me appoint- 


ed, but was too high-spirited to ap- | bo 


proach Mr. Hamer about the matter. 
In fact, they did not speak to each 
other. But it seems that Hamer was 
anxious for a reconciliation, and 
when my mother and Mrs. Hamer 
came together they talked’ it over, 
woman fashion. The result was that 
I was appointed, without anything 
being said by Mr. Hamer to father. 
I was a small boy for my age, giving 
no special promise of any kind, but 
Mr. Hamer always believed in my 
future, even when things looked least 
promising.” 
" In a talk with a friend at Long 
Branch last year Gen. Grant said: “I 
had to contend as a general not only 
with foes in front, but with a com- 
bination in the army under my com- 
mand, the extent and working of 
which were mysterious and unfath- 
omable. It was constantly and ac- 
tively at work against me. The one 
thing that helped me _ thro was 
that somehow or other Mr. “Lincoln 
believed in me and they could never 
shake that belief.” '

pass an enabling act and the new 
States would become a reality.

Critique. 


A SURVEY OF WORLD MUSE 


The Impossible Attempted in Recent By 
Things That Degrade Art—An Oper 
Singer's Viewpoint, 


ORD DUNSANY, the English 
poet, says that we prefer our 
poets to have matured in their 

coffins for 100 years before we take 
an interest in them. But that is 


to our composers—before and after 
death. The public has a penchant 
for centennial appreciation. In look- 
ing over some recent European 
musical publications “ came across 
the following interesting Mst of 
operas which are being produced 
at the Opera Comique in Paris; 
“Tosca,” “Pagiiacci,” “Lakme,” 
“Manon,” 
and 
I complain, out here 
benighted West, because we are not 
getting the new operas? It ig not 
because these good old things are 
not perennially good that we crave 
something else; our grievance is that 
the continual performance of the 
old prevents the production of the 
new. 

Madame Alda presented the view- 
point of the singer in an interview 
at the Metropolitan Operahouse re- 
cently. These time-honored operas 
are given because they afford op- 
portunity for the singers as do few 
of the new operas, and the people 
want to hear the singers; if they 
wanted to hear the orchestra they 
would go to a symphony concert. 
This is about what the prima donna 
has to say, and she adds that she 
sees not reason why the audience, 
when it is pleased, should not in- 
terrupt the orchestra to applaud at 
the end of a solo aria. This is an 
evidence of the 
human” element in opera which 
makes for its destruction. Of course 
the singer does not object to an in- 
terruption of applause from the 
audience, because it is a personal 
tribute to her; but what would she 
think of an audience that would 
break into one of her own beauti- 
fully sustained tenes to applaud a 
particularly well-done trill by the 
flutist, say, in “Lucia?” He has a prin- 
cipal part, and the audience has as 
good a right to announce its pleas- 
ure in terms of hand-clapping for 
him as well as for her. But would she 
like it? And would she consider it 
good opera manners? 

The human element in opera! Just 
as the human element in dancing 
makes it an impossible medium for 
artistic expression in the abstract. 
Mme. Alda goes on to say that the 
reason “La Boheme” and “Traviata” 
and “Aida” are keeping up their 
popularity is because they afford so 
many fine chances for the singer to 
show off. In other words, the music 
is not the thing so much as the 
singer. The public being entitled to 
hear the human voice, songs may, 
with discrimination, be sung; but the 
recital answers this need more effec- 
tually than opera. Of course, this 
theory is not going to be accepted 
for a long time, and maybe never. 
There is just now a plan afoot to 
synthesize the arts, to make of paint- 
ing and architecture a single whole, 
and of music and poetry; but this 
plan cannot help the arts in the long 
run, for they are really independent, 
and the theory that they can be syn- 
thesized is on a par with the notion 
that all art can be democratized— 
which is, of ccurse, the silliest idea 
in the world. 


Democracy probably affects our 
art more than anything else. We 
are suffering from an overstimula- 


tion of neighborliness. And if we 
only aspired to uplift those of our 
neighbors who could give us a help- 
ing hand in our own education it 
would not be so disastrous; but we 
want to teach the happy illiterate to 
feast on the same sort of art that 
the educated few really enjoy, and 
if they won't do it we would rather 
accept their tastes than not have the 
extreme happiness of feeding in com- 
mon. We must, at any cost, be 
brothers all. Surely no country was 
ever so affiicted by an esthetic phi- 
lanthropy as this. The greatest mu- 
sic of today (I except Richard 
Strauss) is coming from Russia, the 
home of inequality and of class ha- 
tred; the home of suspicion and re- 
bellion and—bombs. 

The great art of the Renaissance 
came from Italy, where the stabbing 
of one’s next-door neighbor in the 
back was an every-day occurrence; 
where incest and murder flourished: 
where nobody who believed in the 
Pope kept faith with the King: and 
where everybody was hired by those 
in authority to do some trickery to 
somebody else. Art at that time in 
Italy was sublime and has not 
reached such a pinnacle since, Com- 
pare that gay old dog of a Cellini, 
as a man and a neighbor, to his 
bronzes! The two are as incom- 
patible as the elevating works of 
Jean-Jacques Rousseau are irrecon- 
ellable with his own niggardly. cad- 
dish nature. As a friend, a lover, a 
father above all, Rousseau was a 
failure and a despicable one, but as 
a writer he was a great artist. To 
describe his own mean, trite and 
loathsome disposition and at the 
same time to prove himself an in- 
comparable apologist what the 
great Frenchman did, and while he 
was preaching brotherly love at the 
top of his lungs, he was treating his 
poor Therese (may her tired soul 
rest In peace!) and his children, 
with the most infamous injustice. A 
sneak, a thief and almost anything 
else you choose to call him, but a 


great artist. 
Upon the whole, of course, the 
only way to enjoy an artist is 


through his work. If you look into 
the man he will disappoint you. 
Witness Georges Sand, who certainly 
had an ample opportunity to ob- 
serve genius at first hand. “As for 
great men,” she writes, “I have had 
enough of them, May they be carved 
in marble and cast in bronze, but 
may I have no more to do with 
them!” And she was right. They 
are, for the most part, a sorry lot. 
They are not in the least brotherly. 
Professional jealousy among writers 
of the brotherly school is the com- 
monest thing in the world. It is 
fortunate that there can be no such 
thing as a brotherly critic; he would 
only add to the list of the insincere. 
But it is a critic's happy vocation 
to be unfraternal, and consequently 
he may write quite naturally and 
without reserv He may state 
frankly how little he esteems his 
confreres without losing his status; 
in fact, by so doing, he usually addg 


to it,

From the moment Freddie Palmer, 
the erstwhile procurer, enters the 
story the second time, it is weak- 
ened, unconvincing, mawkish. We 
regret deeply that the concluding 


,, chapters, while they press a final- 


crown of thorns upon the head of 
the bruised and battered Susan, 
should have so gratuitously pulled 
her into success and fame. Luck 
alone lifts her to the heights she 
gains. Tragic luck, it is true—but 
the luck of an income of $30,000 a 
year and the influence of the dead 
dramatist. These chapters are melo- 
dramatically intense, but melodrama 
nevertheless, and from every point 


an utter misfit on this otherwise 
masterly novel. 
Moreover, we believe that Mr.

“Susan Lenox.” But Mr. Phillips, 
with striking effect, with the cun- 
ning of the artist—too much ctun- 
ning to be like Phillips—with meta- 


| phor and plausible argument, tries 


to convince the reader that Susan 
can sink into and pass through the 
lowest degradation of the prostitute, 
the street-walker, the hawker of sex 
from alleyways amd darkened doors, 
and remain not’ only beautiful of 
body but aloof in spirit, unsullied, 
unfouled of mind and soul. She 
does not pass unslept nights in 
Gethsemane or endure the tears of 
regeneration. No. She simply is not 
contaminated. And that ig incred- 
ible, unbelievable and not to be con- 
sidered, 

The evidence of the concluding 
chapters tends to show that Mr. 
Phillips was too infatuated with his 
heroine. He argues for her as 
though he believed i@ her. To use 
the simile of the brilliant dramatist 
Brent, Susan is as a bit of stee! that 
has been into the furnace—the smut 
and soot rub off easily, the soul of 
the woman is tempered, not fouled. 
But a simile is not logic. 

Susan's Ordeals. 

We sympathize with Susan, and 
We understand her fully at practl- 
cally all of the crucial points in her 
career. We can understand her re- 
luctance to go back on the streets 
even after she has, been a street- 
walker; we can understand why as 


a model she “played the game” sd 


as to land the big order for her 
house, then dismissed the infatuated 
buyer in disgust, threw over her job 
and gave back her commission; we 
can understand her preference for 


} prostitution rather than be the wife 


—the dependent, bound woman—of 
some man whom she dogs not love; 
we can understand why she is will- 
ing to be a mistress but not a wife 
But we cannot understand why or 
how she passes through the lowest 
debauches, through continua] drunk- 
enness, through the lure of opium, 
through long years of poor food and 
physical strain and mora) distress, 
yet returns with one bound to the 
upper world, where sex is gay and 
luxurious, and is still beautiful in 
body and clean tn spirit.

Susan runs away from him-—then 
begin her ups and her 
rises and falls, and through a multi- 
tude of experiences, each more har- 
rowing than the last, she is hurried 
breathlessly. She has little of the 
fighter’s spirit—merely an intermit- 
tent stubbornness and a sort of 
tenacious resistance at times. But 
never is she aggressive, spirited, in- 
domitable. All in all, she is some- 
thing of a weakling. 

Mr. Phillips has merely used her 
to show various phases of sex in re- 
lation to society, and how from all 
sides pressure is brought upon the 
woman to make her live by her sex 
alone. The untrained woman has 
nothing but sex with which to meet 
the world; sex-sale or hunger and 
cold is her dilemma. He has shown 
practically all of the important 
phases of the sex relation except- 
ing the very one that the world con- 
siders normal—marriage, maternity 
and the comforts of home. And we 
repeat that, while Susan is in many 
respects a fascinating woman with 
whom one has good reason for be- 
ing impatient at times, but with 
whom one can hardly fail to sympa- 
thize, yet she is incidental to the 
novel, though it bears her name as 
its title. 

In his books Mr. Phillips never 
escaped the training of the editorial 
writer. He has been called and he 
is “preachy,” but in this book he 
has preached as Savonarola might 
have done. Its pages are lit with 
the white-hot flame of sincerity. It 
is a tremendous book, a mighty 
book, a burning book. “Susan 
Lenox” is, in fact, a flaming brand 
thrown into the bottomless pit of 
the social evil.

Bronson’s Death. 

Edgar Beecher Bronson, author, 
hunter and intimate of Col. Roose 
velt, died recently of apoplexy at 
the German Hospital after an Iiill- 
ness of only a few hours. Mr. Bron- 
son was in the midst of an address 
to the alumni association of the hos- 
pital at Delmonico’s when he was 
stricken. 

Although Mr. Bronson had many 
adventures in the South African 
hunting grounds later made famous 
by Col. Roosevelt's visit, the one he 
loved best to recount had to do with 
his experience during his early, life 
as a reporter for the Tribune. He 
scored a beat on all the other news- 
papers on the famous Henry Ward 
Beecher trial by risking his life in 
the icy waters of the East River, 
and he called that the big adventure 
of his life. — 

The final séssion of the jury in 
the case ended late at night, with 
all ferryboats from Brooklyn tied 
up by ice. Bronson clambered out 
upon a large piece of floating ice 
and, at the risk of being drowned, 
poled himself across the river to 
Manhattan, reaching the Tribune of- 
fice in time to get his story into the 
paper. 

After leaving the Tribune he went 
into the cattle business, became 
cashier in a bank at El Paso and 
finally settled down to book writing. 
He wrote “Reminiscences of a 
Ranchman,” “Red Blooded” and 
“The Vanguard,” published by the 
George H. Doran Company. | 

Mr. Bronson held the record for 
high balloon ascensions for this. 
country for forty years. His son, a 
lieutenant in the Aviation Corps of 
the United States army, was killed 
when testing bombs in Washington 
last November.

The heroine, who 
went from a small town to New York 
to earn her living, began her career 
as an $8-a-week copyist. The editor 
of a motor journal, himself eagerly 
started on the upward way, found her 
interesting, but had no intention of 
risking his chances by an early mar- 
riage.

THE REVOLT IN ARABIA. By Dr. C. 
Snouck Hurgronje. G. P. Putnam's Sons, 
New York. 


Dr. Hurgronje expounds the sig- 
nificancé of a Reuter dispatch which 
stated that the Great Sheref of 
Mecca had revolted against Turkish 
authority, and points out that, while 
the revolt can have no great and im- 
mediate military importance, yet it 
is a significant move in destroying 
the influence of the “holy war” 
which German influence persuaded 
the Moslem government to declare. 

During a period of anarchy about 
1200 A.D. the descendants of the 
Prophet succeeded in establishing a 
supremacy over Mecca that has con- 
tinued to the present day. These 
Sherefs, or Amirs, have neither been 
recognized nor opposed, but simply 
tolerated, by the Turkish govern- 
ment, and they have been held in 
great honor by the innumerable pil- 
grims visiting Mecca, so that, with- 
out much military strength, the rul- 
ing Sheref wields a great influence 
over the minds of all Mohammedans.

Then it was found 
that oranges could be grown profit- 
ably and many property owners who 
had their land planted to pears, 
peaches and apricots, which were 
not paying because of poor market- 
ing facilities, took out the decidu- 
ous fruit trees and planted citrus 
fruit trees.

peaches, cherries and apricots and 
big crops and food money are the 
rule and not the exception.

Canning Company Acquires 
Third Factory, Stand- 

ardizes Pack. 


_ The citrus fruit by-product busi- 
nese is coming to be one of the at- 
tractive enterprises of the Pomona 
Valley. It offers a wide field for 
the application of human ingenuity. 
Several factories In the locality are 
already manufacturing excellent 
food products from oranges and 
lemons which, because of off-size or 
unsatisfactory color, are not mar- 
ketable under the Sunkist brand. 
One of these plants ts the Call- | 
fornia Citrus Juice Factory, which 
has been manufacturing concen- 
trated orange and lemon juice for 
the past three years. The same 
company puts out a shampoeco made 
of lemon juice. It has a dental 
preparation which is also made of 
lemon juice. The citrus tuices for

The Orle Preserving Company.

as raspberries, apples and apricots 
to make delicious jellies. Marma- 
lades are made from lemon, orange 
and grapefruit, and the manufac- 
turer has a process which makes it 
possible for him to preserve the 
natural blossoms of each of the 
fruits, a sprig of which he places 
in the center of each jelly or marma- 
lade glass. 

The Pomona Valley Canning Com- 
pany, a corporation which owns 
a canning factory at Pomona and 
controls the canning factory at 
Hemet, has just purchased the can- 
nery at Kingsburg and will operate 
it this summer. The Kingsburg 
and Hemet canneries are devoted to 
the packing of peaches and apricots 
while the Pomona plant packs 
peaches, apricots and tomatoes. The 
three factories will give the com- 
pany an opportunity-to standardize 
its machinery, gacking pint sizes 
in one plant, quarts in another and 
gallons in another. It can also trans- 
fer. from one plant to another all 
of the grades of fruit not suitable 
for the grade of pack which is being 
put up at any one of the plants. 


Westmoreland. 


NEW IMPERIAL CITY. 


Springing to life in the midst of 
a highly developed farming section, 
the new town of Westmoreland is 
the latest addition to the family of 
Imperial Valley cities. Where now 


there is but a small country store, 
there will be, before summer, a 
$10,000 railroad depot, a bank, a 
hotel, a lumber yard, three stores, 
and a garage, if the plans of the 
builders do not go awry. The stim- 
ulus of a Southern Pacific branch 
railroad has worked wonders in the 
Westmoreland section. The townsite 
was laid out about eight years ago, 
but there was no lot selling cam- 
/paign, and no boom. The small 
store was there before the townsite 
was laid out. 

Westmoreland will be the capital 
of the northwestern section of Im- 
perial Valley, and more than 50,000 
acres of rich agricultural land will 
be tributary to the new city. It is 
on the Brawley-Coachella highway 
to Log Angeles. There are this year, 
more than 1200 acres in canta- 
loupes, which will be sent to market 
over the new railroad, which is now 
extended four miles west of Cali- 
patria, on the main Imperial Val- 
ley branch of the Southern Pacific, 
and which is expected to be com- 
pleted in two months. The bridge 
over the Alamo River has been fin-

MEANS PROFIT BUSY CALIFORNIA. 


CALIFORNIA IS ENTERTAINING 
HUNDRED THOUSAND VISITORS 


ALIFORNIA is entertaining approximately 100,000 visitors. Of these, 
about 80,000 are in Southern California. Exact figures are not 
available, because of the lack of knowledge of how long each person 

brought here from the East stays, but The Times has interviewed prom- 
inent railroad men, hotel men and real estate men and presents the above 
figures as the consensus of opinion based on available information. 

Undoubtedly more tourists have come to Southern California this winter 
than ever before, and there can be little question that the average stay is 
considerably longer than usual. The transcontinental railroads have been 
taxed to their utmost capacity to bring these visitors here. The hotels are 
so crowded that for the first time employees have been obliged td get quar- 
ters outside. 

The high-water mark of travel has been during the past few weeks, 
with January the banner month. In that month the Salt Lake road 
brought, on through trains from the East and Middle West, 9000 people. 
For the season that road brought 20,000 to 25,0000. The Southern Pacific 
brought 20,000 people in January, a considerable percentage being from 
the East. The Southern Pacific’s increase in January over the correspond- 
ing month last year was 51 per cent. The Santa Fe road brought through 
Albuquerque from the East in January 12,500 people, an increase of 3000 
over January last year. The total of 40,000 people coming in January is 
almost equaled. by the February and December records. Considering the 
facts that travel began early in November, continues to be exceptionally 
heavy and the visitors are making unusually long visits, railroad men be- 
lieve there are fully 80,000 visitors from the East and Middle West now in 
Southern California. 


oe WHERE THEY ARE STAYING. 

The greater portion of the visitors are housed in hotels and apartment- 
houses, but a large number, particularly in Los Angeles, are living in rented 
houses and bungalows and stopping at the homes of frier 1s and relatives. 
It is estimated that Los Angeles is entertaining 30,000 visitors; Pasadena, 
15,000; Santa Monica and other north beaches 4000 to 5000; San Diego, 12.- 
000, of which about 7000 are from the East; Long Beach, 7500; Redlands, 
5600 to 1000; Riverside, 1000 to 1200. Santa Barbara has the greatest num- 
ber for years. Thousands of others are in Orange and San Bernardino 
counties. Practically every city and town is entertaining visitors, 

The Los Angeles Chamber of Commerce has had to employ two addi- 
tional telephone operators to answer queries. The daily attendance at the 
exhibition: hall has ranged from 600 to 1350, the highest number for six 
years. These visitors register, attend the lectures and manifest a lively in- 
terest in the activities of Southern California. 

One of the largest hotel deals ever made in the country has just been 
consummated here and is probably a direct result of the big tourist travel 
and the.prospect that Eastern and Middle West people who travel will con- 
tinue to come to Southern California every winter. Hotels Huntington, 
Green and Maryland in Pasadena, valued at more than $4,000,000, have 
been merged in a corporation known as the California Hotel Company, 
headed by D. M. Linnard and financed by 8S. W. Straus & Co., through a 
$2,000,000 bond issue. The three principal owners, under the new deal, are 
Mr. Linnard, Col. G. G. Green and H. E. Huntington. The company has 
also assumed the management of the $2,500,000 Fairmont Hotel in San 
Francisco, thus merging four great tourist hotels worth close to $7,000,000, 


This big transaction again emphasizes what a tremendous influence 
the Pasadena hotels have exerted in bringing people and capital to South- 
ern California. Their efforts to induce men of large means to come here 
and to entertain them when they were here have resulted in the building 
of many luxurious homes, influx of capita) for agriculture and industry, 
and in general have substantially aided Southern California development 

Following visits to these hotels five of the largest automobile manu- 
facturers in the world have built homes in Pasadena. Scores of other 
capitalists have built homes here and have invested money otherwise. 
Now, in bringing about this merger, $2,000,000 more capital has been 
brought from the East. ee 

The hotels have not only brought many millions of capital, but they 
have made known far and wide the beauties and advantages of the South- 
land. Much of the credit for all this is due Mr, Linnard, who is head of 
the merged hotels and whose influence will undoubtedly be even more 
strongly felt as his sphere of activity grows larger. 


PASADENA’S BIGGEST SEASON. 

With an estimated number of 15,000 out-of-town visitors Pasadena is 
having the liveliest season in fs history. There are about 2000 persons at 
the Maryland, Huntington and Green, the three hotels managed by D. M. 
Linnard. Apartment-houses and private dwellings in the vicinity of the 
hotels have been rented by the management to take care of the overflow. 

It appears that the tourist season will last longer than usual this sea- 
son. Mr. Linnard believes that eventually Pasadena will be an all-year- 
‘round pleasure resort. For several years the large hotels have been re- 


| maining open later each season. 


LONG BEACH HOTELS CROWDED. 

Tourists from the East and Middle West in numbers never before 
equalled in the annals of Long Beach are continuing to arrive daily and 
take up their quarters for visits ranging from a week to three months. 

Long Beach is enjoying ita busiest winter and the tourists are arriving 
later and tarrying longer than in previous years. For the first time in its 
history, either in summer or winter, Long Beach has been compelled to 
turn away visitors, not being able to accommodate them because of the 
crowded conditions. Chamber of Commerce officials there estimate that 
fully 5000 tourists have been turned away in the past three weeks because 
they were unable to secure ac } Frequently during the paat 
month the Long Beach cémmercial organization, which maintains an in- 
formation bureau in the Salt Lake station, has been compelled to scan the 
list of 125 listed apartment, rooming-houses and hotels in an effort to secure 
a bed, without success. an | 

San Diego is now housing the largest tourist population in its history, 
and the season is proving longer than past seasons. There are about 12,000 
strangers in San Diego, Coronado and La Jolla at present. About 5000 fol- 
low the races and the remaining 7000 are tourists. All of the leading ho- 
tels, the Coronado, the U. 8. Grant, San Diego, Maryland, St. James and the 
smaller hotels and apartments are full. 

In Coronado alone there are 1000 persons in the big hotel and in cot- 
tages. There is a waiting list for the hotel at present, the guests being 
housed in hotels in San Diego until they can secure quarters at Coronado. 
At the Grant and the San Diego the best rooms are taken and a waiting list 
is kept for these, although smaller rooms without bath can be secured by 
transients. There are housed in the Grant about 600 and in the San Diego

SANTA MONICA BAY DISTRICT. 

Santa Monica Bay hotels, including those in Venice, Ocean Park and 
Santa Monica, are about 75 per cent, full, according to prominent hotel 
men and managers of the larger hostelries. An estimate of the tourists 
who have come to the hotels and apartment-houses in the bay section 
within the last few weeks reaches 2810. Thix does not take into considera- 
tion the permanent residents at these hotels, and it is estimated that fully 
5000 people are now enjoying the spring season at the beach, with reserva- 
tions being made every day. There are about sixty hotels and apartments 
in the Santa Monica Bay section and these this year will be taxed to 
capacity, say hotel men, who are predicting the most prosperous sea-

REDLANDS GHTS ITS SHARE. 
The population of Redlands has been increased from 500 to 1000 per- 
sons a Gay since the first of the year. For several weeks the big hotels 
there have been well filled and much of the time their capacity has been 
overtaxed. The Casa Loma, the Hill Crest Inn, the Wissahickon Inn and 
the smaller hotels have found the tourist business this year greater than 
ever before. | 
From figures secured from the hotel registers, the auto sight-seeing 
stations, the Chamber of Commerce and the headquarters of the Auto Club | 
at the Chamber of Commerce, it is estimated that for several weeks there 
have been from 500 to 1000 tourists in Redlands every day. 


RIVERSIDE HOST TO A THOUSAND. 

Riverside estimates the number of tourists now registered at its hotels 
and apartment-houses to be between 1000 and 1206. The season has been 
the most notable in the history of the city, The Mission Inn has been re- 
quired to provide accommodatibns for nearly 500 at times, and Frank A. 
Miller, the master of the inn, had on one occasion reluctantly to turn his 
Spanish art gallery into a big bedroom, in which many prominent guests 
were glad to secure cot room. The Reynolds Hotel and Hotel Tetley have

With the lifting of the Horti- 


; cultural Commission’s ban on Egyp- 


tian cotton seed, many tons of the 
seed are being imported from Ari- 
zona for planting in the valley this 
epring. It is predicted that at least 
1000 acres of this long fiber will 
be seeded during March, April and 
May, and that the results will win 
over many ranchers to that variety. 
Few sections of the country can pro- 
duce Egyptian cotton. The growing 
season for this crop must be long, 
and the growing conditions in the 
valley fit its culture exactly. The 
warm days and nights of the sum- 
mer bring it to greatest perfection. 
The price received last season by 
Arizona growers averaged 55 cents 
per pound, as, against 17 cents per 
pound for the short staple. 

The quantity grown in Imperial 
Valley last year was negligible be- 
cause of the edict of the State Hor- 
ticultural Commission that no seed 
could be brought into the State. The 
commission, two weeks ago, lifted 
the ban as far as importing seed 
trom Maricopa county, Arizona, is 
concerned. Extraordinary precau- 
tions are being taken to prevent the 
introduction of the b oll weevil in 
this, probably the best cotton grow- 
ing section in America,

Mr. Hinde cannot explain it. He’s 

a jolly gocd fellow, with a big heart, 
an open purse, and a hearty hand- 
shake—a most lovable sort of man, 
in short—and when he talks of the 
war, and compares conditions now 
with those of three years ago, there 
are tears in his voice if not in his 
eyes. 
“Every man in our family, who 
Was young enough to go, went to 
the front,” he said. “Somp of them 
are dead now. Others are in the 
hospitals. A few are sti at the 
front. I suppofte the sons and 
nephews of the Germans who made 
the tour with us could tell a similar 
story. I can’t see that I have 
changed in my feelings towards my 
German friends. I have nothing 
against any of them, personally, and 
I don’t suppose they feel any dif- 
ferent towards the Englishmen who 
joined them on that tour. 

“But I am wondering, ‘what will 
the end be?’ Will I live to take an- 
other such tour. Will peace come 
in such a way that war feelin€s can 
be wiped out, and such tours as the 
one I have described be taken in

This is borne out by cruising 
parties which went down the coast 
on pleasure bent, it being as true of 
the game species as of the essen- 
tially feod kinds, and very many va- 
rieties oceur there that are unknown 
in California waters except as rare 
visitants.

Declarada esta repdblica independiente de 
la de Colombia y ofendida por los planes 
mon4rquicos que se atribuian al Libertador, 
confié a Paez el poder supremo. Este re 
nuncié muy luego y fué reemplazado por el 
General Soublette; alternaron ambos en la 
presidencia, pacificamente, por un lapso de 
quince afos. 

Una guerra civil ocasioné la subida de 
Don José Tadeo Monagas, amante de los 
golpes de estado, hostil al partido conserva- 
dor y cuya administracién pas6é ensangren- 
tada por la guerra civil. 

Don Gabriel Monagas sucedi6é en el poder 
a su hermano Don Tadeo, y alternaron en el 
mando por diez afios, hasta que fué derro- 
cado por Don Julian Castro, elegido en 1873, 
sé dié el nombre de Ilustre Americano, tira- 
nizé6 su pais y persiguié las iglesias hasta 
rayar en jo ridiculo. 

Venezuela, desde entonces, ha visto su 
seno desgarrado por la guerra civil, y pocas 
han sido sus épocas de tranquilidad y vida 
tonstituciona!l. 

El Eucador entretanto estaba dividido 
entre conservadores y liberales. Don Juan 
José Flores, primer presidente, compafiero 
de armas de Bolivar y jefe del partido con- 
servador, hall6 an competidor en Don Vi- 
eente Rocafuerte, que, sostenido por el par- 
tido liberal, tram6 varias revoluciones, que 


@aban por resultado cambios en la presi- 


dencia. 


La autoridad suprema pasaba de Flores a 
Rocafuerte y de Rocafuerte a Flores, siendo 
de advertir que mientras uno era presidente, 
el otro desempefiaba el cargo de gobernador 
de Guayaquil. 

Por fin, en 1844 estall6é una revolucién; 
Flores fué derrotado y desterrado del Ecua- 
dor, ocupando la presidencia e} General Don 
Ramén Roca. 


En vano Flores recurrié a Kuropa, y es- 


pecialmente a Madrid, en demanda de. 


auxilios para alzar un.trono en el Ecuador; 
aquella idea fué acogida con frialdad, y los 
proyectos de Flores se estrellaron contra las 
reclamaciones de algunas reptblicas sud- 
Americanas.- Terminado el pertodo de Roca, 
Don Diego Novoa, conservador, entré6 a la 
presidencia nombrado por la Convencién Na- 
cional. El nuevo gobierno sancioné una 
nueva constituciOn, por la que se conservaba 


le antigua organizacién religiosa, el fuero 


eclesifisticn y la contribucién del diezmo 
(1850.) 

A la saz6n, el catolicismo en Nueva Gra- 
nada era rudamente combatido; los jesuitas, 
expulsados de aquella regi6én, encontraron un 
asilo en el Ecuador. 

E| presidente Novoa deposit6 su confianza 
en Don José Maria Urbina, quien lo traicioné 
villanamente, pues se hizo nombrar jefe 
supremo. Le sucedié en la presidencia el 
general Don Francisco Roble (1856.) 


Las discordias civiles alzaron entonces 
la cabeza y, como si esto no bastase, la pro- 
tecci6n dispensada a Flores por el Peri, 
suscit6 resentimientos por parte del ga- 
binete de Quito. 

La guerra estallé entre ambas repablicas: 
el almirante peruano Muratique, bloqueé a 
Guayaquil, después de levantarse el bloqueo. 

El partido conservador, a cuyo frente se 
hallaba Don Gabriel Garcia Moreno, presi- 
flente provisorio de Quito, desconocié a 
Franco, derrocé al presidente y nombré jefe 
supremo de la repdblica (1861) al mismo 
Moreno, e] que se hizo acreedor a que el 
pueblo le reeligiera varias veces. Destruy6é 
la anargtifa en el Ecuador, protegié los des- 
tinos de la Iglesia, propag6é las luces, fo- 
menté la industria, la agricultura y el co- 
mercio; pero no pudo recoger los frutos de 
sus esfuerzos por el progreso y la civiliza- 
cién, pues e] dia 6 de Agosto de 1875, y en 
momentos €n que se dirigia al Congreso, a 
leer su mensaje, cay victima del pufia] de 
un asesino. 

Momentos antes de expirar, destrozada su 
venerable cabeza por el machete del feroz 
Rayo, exhalé las inmortales palabras: “Dios 
no muere!” 

Transportado en seguida a la Catedral, 
pregunt6le un sacerdote si perdonaba a sus 


asesinos; la mirada moribunda del] méartir 
contest6 que los perdonaba a todos y expiré 
dejando a ta Repiblica sumida en amargo 
duelo. 

Cuando el Congreso Ecuatoriano recibié el 
ensangrentado mensaje de Garcia Moreno,

in the United States. This number, 4.5 
per cent. of the total population of the na- 
tion, does not include those of Irish de- 
scent, but only those who were born in Ire- 
land or in this country of Irish parents.’ 
While the Census Bureau possesses no 
available statistics showing the number of 
persons in the United States whose ances- 
tors were of Irish extraction—the charac- 
ter of the population of the “melting pot 
of nations” precluding the gathering of ex- 
act figures of this nature for any given na- 
tionality—-it has been estimated that at 
least one person in every three in this 
country has Irish blood in his veins, though 
it may be very much diluted in some cases.

2,140,000 of foreign parentage and 1,010,000 
of mixed paréntage, either the father bad 
mother being a native of Ireland. 


It is interesting to note that the total 
number of “Srish stock”—this being the 
title used by the Census Bureau in comput- 
ing the persons of immediate foreign de- 
scent-—-at present in the United States, 
agrees approximately with the total num- 
ber of Irish immigrants since 1820, the first 
year in which the government kept any 
complete record of foreign immigration. 

In the past ninety-six years the govern- 
ment figures show that the United States 
has absorbed 4,419,401 natives of Ireland, 
a figure which constitutes about 14 per 
cent. of the total number of immigrants 
during this time and whic® is greater than 


that of any other foreign country, with the. 


exception of Germany. 

The grrival of this large number of Irish 
persons, particularly during the middle of 
the last century, when the United States 
was in its formative condition, accounts for 
the great percentage of Irish blood now in 
the véins of the nation and the widespread 
interest which always attends the discus- 
sion of Irish problems and the celebration 
of Irish holidays. 


The immigration figures dealing with 
men and women from the Emerald Isle do 
not begin to show any marked increase 
until 1834. Prior to that time they aver- 
aged about 6000 a year; but in the year 


Ramed they jumped to 24,474 and continued 


steadily to advance until 1846, when they 
had reached 51,752. In the next year, how- 
ever, they were more than doubled and; in 
the eight years from 1847 to 1850, inclu- 
sive, more than a million and a quarter 
persons of Irish birth emigrated to the 
United States. 

This was the golden age of Irish immi- 
gration, and the United States, then a com- 
paratively young nation of only 23,000,000 
population, eagerly absorbed this tide of 
strong, healthy men and women, and with 
their aid laid the foundation for its future 


- greatness—for some of the most prominent 


personages in the history of the United 
States had Irish blood in their veins, 
of it of pure, undiluted stock. ‘ 
From 1856 up to,the present time the 
tide of Irish immigration has been main- 
tained at a comparatively even height—in 
the neighborhood of 35,000. to 40,000—ex- 
cept in 1866, when it dropped to 9520—the 
lowest figure of any year since 1833. Dven 
the advent of the war abroad has had com- 
paratively little influence on Irish immigra- 
tion, for the figures of the Department of

| HEN diplomatic relations between 
W Germany and the United States were 
broken off, there was a general exo

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PRIVILEGES IN OUR NATIONAL FORESTS. 


Coast Especially Fortunate. 


Pacific 


© MANY of our people the national 
forest reserves are lands taken over 


ejesjah¥ the government for certain pur- 


poses in which the general public is not 
invited to participate, except as visitors. 
It is the purpose of this paper to inform 
ho may not know that such an im- 
pression is incorrect and to set forth some 
of the privileges of particular value which 
the government extendas to the public. 
These national forests, as all govern- 
ment reservations of this character are 
now known, are large tracta of the public 
domain, mainly mountainous and timbered, 
which are set apart largely on account of 
conserving the growth of timber for public 
use and to prevent the destruction of the 
forest cover along the streams which have 
their origin in the mountains. The impor- 
tance of protecting the water supply is of 
far-reaching consequence, perhaps the most 
important end to be ae in set- 
ting apart these park places. are 


‘154 forest reserves in the rae tates, 


and the Pacific Coast has forty-eight. of 
them. There are twenty in California, sev- 
enteen in Oregon and eleven in Washington. 
These national forests are, practically, all 


located west of the Mississippi River, and 


most of them lie near the great Rocky 


Mountain system. 

Under a recent act of Congress, lands of 
amaller area in the mountain systems of 
the East are being purchased from private 
owners to be eventually set apart as_na- 
tional forests, but these lands are unimpor- 
tant compared with the great reserves of 
the West. 


Valuable for Minerals and Agriculture. 


It is provided In the act setting apart 
these lands for national forests that lands 
suitable for agricultural purposes and val- 
vable for the mineral deposits may be ex- 
cluded. From time to time the President 
has ordered lands found valuable for agri- 
cultural purposes opened to settlement. 
Other lands of these reservations found to 
contain valuable minerals have been opened 
to exploitation just the same as if the pub- 
lic lands were unreserved. In short, it may 


be said, the nationa] forests are open to all” 


of our people for all lawful purposes, sub- 
ject to regulation -by the government 
through its officials. The timber, water, 
pasture and all other resources are for the 
use of the people. In order that these priv- 
ileges may not be abused, certain. regula- 
tions and restrictions are imposed. Small 
fees are collected for certain of the privi- 
leges. Twenty-five per cent. of these fees 
are given to the counties within which the 
lands are included, and the balance goes to- 
ward the upkeep of the forests. . 
Persons who settled on agricultural lands 
in national forests before January 1, 1906, 
and are still in occupancy of them, may 
perfect their titles to the land under the 
Forest Homestead Act. Others may apply 
for these lands under the new act and will 
be permitted to occupy so much of the land 
applied for as may be found fit for agricul- 


tural purposes. - 


In the vast area included within these 


- peservations, the total being in excess of 


160,000,000 acres, there is considerable land 
under cultivation and occupied by settlers. 
With the general privileges of the forest 
range, such as the free use of water, fire- 
wood and grazing of a few animals, these 
settlers enjoy many comforts and a health- 
ful existence. 

Of the several classes of users of the na- 


tional forests, just campers, stockmen and 


settlers under the homestead prevision of 
the law, the last-mentioned are regarded as 
most privileged. That does not mean that 
any of the rights enjoyed by the general 
public to occupancy are abridged in any 
manner, but the government gives encour- 


 agement-in dealing with them. As a mat- 


ter of fact, these lands are held in trust 
for the benefit of the whole people, not 
merely for any class nor for the people re- 


erning the use of the national forests, these 
men also are agents of the people with 
whom they come in contact and are required 
to treat the public with consideration and 
to render aid in the matter of advice and 
in acting for the public with the super- 
Visor’s office in any official transactions. 
Every man in the employ of the govern- 
ment is expected to treat the users of these 
public lands with courtesy and respect. 
The like treatment should be accorded them. 


The Use of Forests by Campers. 


Campers in the national forests consti- 
tute by far the largest class using the 
lands. It also is true that this class of oc- 
cupants make more trouble for the keepers 
of the forests than all others put together. 
While it is the policy of the officials to al- 
low the public the greatest latitude in the 
use of the forests, it has been found neces- 
sary, on account of fires and depredations 
committed by certain classes of users, to 
require campers to observe certain rules of 


conduct while in the national forest. Suc- 
cinctly stated, these rules are: 
Ll, Be sure your match is out. Break it 


in two before throwing away. 

2. Throw pipe ashes, cigar or cigarette 
stumps in the dust of the road and stamp 
on them. | 

3. Build a small camp fire. Build it in 
the open, not near a tree stump or bush. 
Scrape al) litter from the place. 

4. Put out the fire. Never leave a burn- 
ing fire behind you. 

5. In windy weather don’t build bonfires. 
Keep them always under control. 

6. If you start a fire, or find one that 
some camper has started, try to put it out. 
If you can’t, try to get help or word to the 
nearest forest ranger. 

The law governing the conduct of users 
of these forests makes a distinction between 
innocent wrongdoers and those who are will- 
ful in their conduct. One may start a fire, 
vsing due care, that may cause damage to 
the forest, in which case, if the offender 


does all possible to prevent its spread, he 


wil] not be prosecufed. Otherwise the law 
imposes a rather heavy penalty. 

Campers are allowed to gather and use 
all necessary dead wood for fires, to build 
temporary camps, the free use of water and 
forage for pack animals, and, generally 
speaking, the enjoyment of all rights and 
privileges of owners not inconsistent with 
the preservation of the forests. In the mat- 
ter of killing game, birds and fish for the 
use of campers and others, there are laws 
of the United States and State laws which 
must be observed. Any forest ranger will 
give campers whatever information is need- 
ed for their guidance in this respect while 
in the forest. It is hardly necessary, it may 
be, to say that the users of the national 
forests will respect the laws relating to the 
preservation of the purity of the water 
sources, 


Grazing Privileges. 


Although the original intention of the gov- 
ernment in establishing national forests was 
to conserve water supply and protect timber 
growth, the aim has now become to develop 
all other resources of the forests and per- 
mit the public to enjoy the benefits. Graz- 
ing, mining, agriculture and the use of wa- 
ter power are all fostered. One of the most 
important of these benefits is grazing. In 
the Western States the greater part of the 


- summer range for cattle and sheep is found 


in the forest reserves. Under the system 
‘now in use the grazing is so regulated as 
to fully utilize without injuring tree growth 
or damage to watersheds. In this manner 
there were kept on these reserves, accord- 
ing to official report for last year, 1,724,000 
cattle and horses and about 7,300,000 sheep. 
In addition, several hundred thousand milch 
cows and work stock were pastured free of 
charge. 

The charges for grazing animals in the 
reserves are fixed by the government and 


siding in the State or county where the may.vary in the different reserves. The 


forests are located. The government has 
all the rights of an individual proprietor, 


~ and may sell them, lease them or prohibit 


the public from using them except under 
certain conditions. The national forests 
are immediately under the supervision of 
the supervisor and his assistants, called 
rangers. These men are given police pow- 
ers, and their instructions and directions 
must be followed by the users. of these 


lands. While enforcing tbe regulations gov- may keep @ few animals for food supply, 


figures as fixed for the national forests on 
this Coast are: For cattle, 88 cents; horses, 
$1.10; hogs, 66 cents, and sheep, 43 cents. 
These fees are for users making it a busi- 
ness to graze large herds. There are about 
$1,000 persons of this class holding grazing 
permits and who pay fees to the govern- 
ment for the privilege of using the forests. 
Many thousands of persons, such as settlers 
and persots in temporary octupancy, who 
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pay no fees. It is estimated by officials in 
the government service that over 3,000,000 


head of stock fed on these forest reserves 


while in temporary occupancy the past 
s0n and no fees were collected from them. 
This is a privilege of these public lands. 

- In the past ten years the use of nationa! 
forests for grazing purposes has very ma- 
terially increased. There are, according to 
government surveys, 85,627,472 acres of the 
reserves open to grazing. On these lands 


the number of animals now sustained, in 


proportion to the area, is 50 per cent. great- 
er than it was ten years ago. The number 
of persons holding grazing permits has 
nearly trebled. This is due, largely, to the 
greater use of the forests by the settler 
class and the larger number of smaller 
stockmen. Before the adoption of the pres- 
ent system of forest regulation there was 
great impairment of natural resources by 
users. Big herders, regardiess of the con- 
sequences, overstocked the forage and 
wasted much that they did not use. Pro- 
ductivity has been restored to these lands 
and, by limiting the cropping of certain 
areag to smaller herds, their usefulness is 
preserved and the stock comes off the range 
at the end of the season in more satisfac- 
tory condition. The old range wars between 
settlers and herdsmen are now incidents of 
the past, to the great betterment of both 
classes. The property of both is protected 
and a greater range of feeding is open by 
means of- the improvements maintained by 
the government. 


The government estimates that about 109,- 
000,000 pounds of beef and mutton are put 
on the markets each year from stock fat- 
tened in the national forests of this country. 
It will be readily understood from these 
figures that these public lands included un- 
der the head of national forests are serving 
a great purpose in providing for the public 
need as well as for the public pleasure. The 
use of these forests for grazing purposes has 
increased interest in the settlement and im- 
provement of lands within their limits and 
community prosperity has been increased 
proportionately. 


Homesteaders’ Privileges. 


On account of the growing scarcity of 
available public lands of agricultura] value, 
for homestead purposes, this government 
several years ago directed attention to what 
was then known aa the forest reserves. Cer- 
tain of these lands were found suitable for 
agricultural purposes and they were sur- 
veyed and opened to settlers under the 
Homestead Act. Since that time it has 
been the policy of this government to make 
available all such lands for settlement.. A 
classification of the lands has been made. 
Under this classification large tracts in these 
forest reserves have been set apart for agri- 
cultural purposes. During the past five or 
six years nearly 14,000,000 acres have been 
released for this reason. These lands are 
open for homesteaders. In addition to these 
lands of a general character other lands are 
sometimes opened to individual settlers on 
their application. There are now 18,000 set- 
tlers on the lands of the national forests of 
the United States. 

These agricultural lands, when released 
by order of the President and listed. with 
the Secretary of Agriculture, are opened by 
announcement of the Secretary of the Inte- 
rior. The settler may then occupy any one 
of the tracts, not exceeding 160 acres in 
area, at any time after sigty days after post- 
ing of the ist at the local Land Office. If 
the tract is listed on the application of a 
prospective settler, notice of this posting {s 
sent directly to him and the notice Is pub- 
lished Sut period of four, weeks in some 
local newspaper. 

Actual settlers on lands of the ileal 
forests prior to the operation of the Home- 
stead Act of 1906, although they may have 
lost thelr rights, may have their rights re- 


._newed by complying with the law and pay- 


ing in addition a fee of $2.50 per acre for 
the lands occupied. 

Mere squatters who settled on these for- 
est lands before they were withdrawn from 
the public domain for reserve and were un- 
surveyed, and who have complied with the 
general homestead law, may gain the same 
right to occupy and hold same as homestead 
entrymen. Also squatters who settled on the 
land after its withdrawal, but before survey, 
nay apply within thirty days after notifica- 
tiqn by the forest service for listing.

lands included within the limits of national 
forests until the same have been opened to 
public entry by order of the President. All 


sea- needed application blanks and information 


may be obtained through the supervisor of 
the district forest. The government does 
not recognize professional) locators or agents 
and the applicant will gain no advantage by 
applying to these private agencies. The 
local rangers may be applied to for infor- 
mation and the needed application blanks. 
These rangers are a great help to the pub- 
lic in directing just what should be done in 
any business transaction with the govern- 
ment. Such matters as the purchase of 
timber, the erection of buildings on leased 
lands used for summer occupancy, and 
many other privileges are reguiated by the 
rangers. In most cases all blank 


hand in the cabin of the ranger. 

It is advisable for the applicant Jor home- 
stead entry on lands to accompany the ex- 
aminer in his survey and examination of his 
location. This experience may save any fu- 
ture disappointment to the applicant, on ac- 
count of faulty description and any other ir- 
1egularity in the proceedings. 

Experiences of Homesteaders. 


Not all homesteaders are successful set- 
tlers. Notwithstanding the efforts of gov- 
ernment officials to improve the national 
forests in the matter of roads and the ex- 
tension of the privileges in their use, the 
mere private ownership does not insure suc- 
cessful use of it In many cases. In Oregon 
and Washington alone there are 3,000,000 
acres of land from which the timber has 
been removed, much of it agricultural land, 
which is lying idle: Some of this land ts in 
the hands of owners holding for speculative 
purposes, but much more is out of reach of 
any transportation facility. Settlers often 


raise good crops on these lands, where there © 


are no means of marketing them. While the 
government is doing all possible to help in 
road building, the means at disposal are 
small and the residents are financially un- 
able to assume the burden. So improve 
ments along these lines are slow, 

Congress Is having its attention called to 
this situation In the national forests and it 
is likely that, if ever the method of its dis- 
tribution {s improved, some of the contents 
of the Congressional “pork barrel” will be 
emptied into these great public conservation 
projects, where the money will do more for 
the public good. 

-Homesteaders, miners, temporary resi- 
dents and prospectors may have free use 
of timber for firewood, fencing, building, 
mining, prospecting and other domestic pur- 
poses, This privilege also is granted to 
schools and churches located in the forests. 


All dead and insect-infested wood is Hable — 


to this use. This privilege is hot extended ~ 


to any commercial purpose. Except in cases 
of unusual need, not more than $20 worth 
of free timber will be allowed to any user 
in any one year. Where it is desired to use 
a large amount of timber for such purposes 
as building, an application is made to the 
district forester, who has authority to permit 
the free use up to $500 in value. Beyond 


this amount the application must go to. 


Washington. 

The people of California and the other 
Pacifie Coast States—Washington and Ore- 
gon—are especially interested in these for- 
est reserves.

On the banks. of the many 
beautiful lakes and streams are most attrac- 
tive abiding places for campers and all who 
delight in living near to nature’s heart. We 
have not reached our full knowledge of life's 
blessings if we have not lived some time 
within the influence of the great forest ex- 
panse and near. to the of the eter- 
nal mountains.

trenches, such as we see in Burope, it is 
impossible to pass around, to flank, these de- 
fensive positions; and direct frontal attacks 
are becoming more difficult day by day, as 
the range. accuracy and rapidity of fire of 
rifles and machine guns is increasing. The 
attacking forces must advance in the face 
of this deadiy fire, often without any cover 
whatever, and are placed at fearful disad- 
vantage as compared with the defenders, 
who, protected by their trenches, Can pour 
in a perfect hail of et and machine gun 
fire. 

{ trust my readers wil not misunderstand 
me to deny that the offensive, strategically, 
ig the stronger; nor that the tactical offen- 
sive is the stronger, generally speaking. He 
who simply stands on guard may defend his 
stand, but he can never accomplish the de- 
struction of his enemy without eventually 
taking the offensive. I wish merely to point 
out how the advantage lies with the defen- 
sive in the special case (becoming much 
commoner) where the attacker has had little 
or no choice of route; and that, with vast 
multitudes-available all possible routes are 
defended, and flanking is rarely practicable. 

Now, because I believe there is an Pave 
sidn prevalent that a similar advantage is 
gained by nava! forces acting upon the de- 
tensive. | want to make it clear that quite 
the contrary ts the truth. We hear so much 
about an “adequate” navy that the word 
seems to mean anything, or nothing, as may 
please the man who utters it. Adequate for 
phat? And the answer should not be a 
quibble. 

While modern scientific methods have 
added strength to land defense in greater 
proportion than to land offensive warfare, 
they have had the opposite effect in naval 
arfare. With steel ships and modern 
methods of propulsion, and with modern 
jong range heavy guns firing rapidly and ac- 
curately, there is no possibility of waging 
defensive warfare on the ocean in the sense 
that it is conducted on land. 

The great increase in rapidity and in ac- 
curacy of fire. and in the range and destruc- 
tive power of modern guns of every caliber, 
bas made these weapons deadly at long 
range to an extent almost beyond belief;

{Seattle Post-Intelligencer:] With the 
North and South poles discovered through 
the hasty visits of Peary at the North and 
Amundsen at the,South, to say nothing of 
Dr. Cook’s exploits, one might presume that 
all polar aspirations have been reasonably 
satisfied, but the Iure is not so easily dis- 
posed of. A more leisurely trip to the 
North Pele is proposed. Admiral Peary’s 
exploit was too much of a touch-and-go af- 
fair.

Present Status of Ordnance. 


Procurement of gauges, dies and jigs nec- 
essary for the manufactiire of arms and 
munitions of war (appropriation $200,000.) 
The War Department says: 

In addition to placing orders for smail- 
arms ammunition through private manufac- 
turers, which necessarily results in these 
establishments being equipped with gauges, 
dies and jigs for the manufacture of said 
small-arms ammunition, steps are deing 
taken to manufacture master gauges, in- 
spection gauges and working gauges suffi- 
cient to equip five small-arms ammunition 
plants. 

The procurement of gauges, etc., for the 
manufacture of .30-caliber rifles has not yet 
reached the point where orders for these 
have been siven. Specifications governing 
the manufacture of rifles by private manu- 
facturers have, however, been prepared and 
final action along these lines is awaiting 
detailed information from the most impor- 
tant plants in this country.

Field Artillery Ammunition. 


The department states that the manufac- 
ture of ammunition for both mobile and 
seacoast artillery has been inaugurated on 
a scale that will furnish the prescribed al- 
lowances of ammunition within the time 
allotted for the completion of the pro- 
gramme. The increases in the capacity of 
the various government arsenals manufac- 
turing ammunition which were authorized 
by the last Congress are well under way, 
so that their capacity will be greatly in- 
creased in the near future. In addition, 
large orders have been placed for the vari- 
ous components of ammunition with many 
of the. private ‘manufacturers in the coun- 
try equipped for this work. 

Batteries of 3-inch and 4.7-inch guns and 
6-inch howitzers have been ordered, either 
to be manufactured at the arsenals or to 
be procured under contract, and awards 
for additional materia) heavier than 6-inch 
will be ‘made in a few day#. The depart- 
ment hopes that, in addition to the Amer- 
ican designs, representatives in this coun- 
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try of foreign companies may be able to 
submit designs of materia} now used in the 
European war.

[Minneapolis Journal:] One of the most 
difficult problemg in building a modern bat- 
tleship is to secure satisfactory ventilation. 
A ship is such a complicsted thing, made 
up of many steel boxes, large and small, for 
the accommodation of officers, men, coal, 
ammunition and stores; dotted here and

there with so many steel ladders, automatic | 


lifts, steel bulkheads, and watertight doors, 
varied here and there by miles of electric 
wirés belonging to lights, telephones, bells 
and motors, to say nothing of the endless 
mileage of pipes for flooding, draining, 
pumping, fresh water, fresh air or com- 
pressed air, and speaking tubes. 


First in importance comes the ventilating 


of the boiler and engine-rooms. When you 


begin to think of the gangs of coal black 
demons working away in the bowels of the 


ship at a temperature of 120 deg.: when, too, | 
you commence to realize that unless the fur-. 


naces receive their required draught the 
speed of the battleship drops fo below that 
of her sisters in the squadron, you appreci- 
ate the importance of steam-driven fans to 
the furnaces and boiler-rooms. The supply 
of air comes down through large water 
tight trunks which are continued right up to 
the weather deck, armored gratings being 
provided at the protective deck. 

For ventilating engine-rooms large elec- 
tric fans are employed. So, too, the coal 
bunkers have to be ventilated, owing to the 
gas which the coal gives off. This gas, when 
mixed with air, forms an explosive; so, in 
order to prevent a possibility of injury to 
men or ship, a supply and an exhaust pipe 


are fitted in such a manner as to cause a 


current of air.

against the housekeeper who is sufficiently 
practical to keep account of her expendi- 
tures. I heard a womian at the City-Club 


declare that such a@ Woman was invariably 


an Impossible neighbor. 
All the sam@, good housekeeping is a 


business, a fifst-class and vital profexsion, 


and it is ‘safe to say that the matron. who 
does keep accounts rarely runs her spouse 
into bankruptey. And bankruptcy is a good 
deal less romantic in the end. Besides, 
there are those housewivés of ancient mem- 
ory, who made all their own preserves on 
principle, who did the spinning for the fam- 
ily, who made their own butter and cheese 
and bread, brewed their own wines, kept 
household accounts, and many a male au- 
thor has enshrined them as an ideal with 
which the modern woman compares very 
unfavorably. 


Household book-keeping is just a matter 
of habit. It isn’t a bit irkséme after the 
first month or so. And only those who 
have tried it know how very helpful it can 
be No modern business can be run with- 
out book-keeping, without a careful diag- 
nosis of profit and loss, without a careful 
balancing of income and expenditure. In- 
stinct won’t do. Many an unpleasant sur- 
prise, many a financial catastrophe can be 
avoided when one knows exactly how much 
one has to spend and has a judicious plan 
of spending it. I know it has saved me 
many a heartache, many a superfluous head- 
ache. By keeping a careful account of 
household expenditures ever since I had @ 
household, I have been able to see just 
what I could afford and just what it was 
advisable to do without. And doing with- 
out this month may make a whole lot of 
difference to one’s peace of mind next. 

I expect a professional 
shudder at my amateurish methods, but 
they serve. I! have one account wherein 
1 list every item of income and a column 
to note how much I have spent of it and 
how much went in the bank. : 


Then I have what I believe is known as 
a day book. Every item of expenditure 
goes into that, made up into monthly ac- 
counts. Each month opens with the wages 
of the help, the grocery bill, the milk, meat, 
bread, telephone, gas, electric light, water 
and newspaper accounts, which are regular 
items. When I! paid rent, that went in, too. 
When I owned my home, of course, I had 
entries of taxes and repairs at intervals. 
Car fares, downtown lunches, clothing. 
drugs, shoe repairs and dry cleaning, pleas- 
ures, charity, luxuries—all go into that cash 
account and make a total at the end of the 
month with which to balance one’s income. 

But it is the separate accounts for every 
department of expenditure that are the 
most illuminating. 1 devote one to food 
exclusively—an item which has increased 
more than double in the last five years. 
‘Some of ‘that, is due to the fact that we 


auditor would 
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live a little more extravagantly, perhaps: 
but most of it is due to higher prices. 

Another account is devoted to dress. 
find that in 1909 | managed to dress quite 
well enough for my position in society on 
$60 a year. But I made a lot of my own 
clothes then, and trimmed ali my own hats. 
I doubt very much whether |.am any more 
fetching nowadays on $300 a year--yet I 
find that boots are really the only item 
that has increased in price to any. embar- 
rassing extent in the interval. Wherefore 
1 know | am obviously more extravagant, 
less enterprising in making over last year’s 
dresses, less assiduous in bargain hunting, 
and as I now buy my underwear ready- 
made, it does not wear half as long. Since 
we have shown our ankles, too, we need 
more boots, even thoygh they do cost more. 
But, you see, | have proved that I could 
dress decently enough on $60 and could do 
it again if necessary. 

I keep account for direct. house expenses, 
like rent or taxes and repairs, special as- 
sessments, aircon. water, gas, light and

it costs me to live in my own house as 
distinct from ai apartthent where all these 
things are included in the rent.

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Nitrate of Soda as a Stimulant. 

AST week we had & good deal to say 
Baton the nitrogen supplying ma- 

terials for fertilizers, and we got only 
as far as an introduction of the important 
chemical compound nitrate of soda. There 
is considerable to say about this compound 
before reviewing the other forms in which 
nitrogen may be used for soil and plant 
fertilizing. We call nitrate of soda a 
“simple,” because it supplies but one fer- 
tilizer element and that in a directly avail- 
able condition to supply plant food without 
auxiliary soil action. 


Having 63 per cent. of nitric acid, nitrate 
of soda is necessarily a highly stimulating 
fertilizer because it has such a large pro- 
portion of oxygen. which we have seen 
is the greatest of all stimulants. By a 
stimulant I do not mean necessarily a mere 
excitant, but a strong, active power for de- 
velopment along some line ‘or lines; a food 
which strengthens certainly stimulates, be- 
cause it imparts power, force and vigorous 
actions to the organs for various develop- 
ments. Nitrate of soda is often called a 
stimulant by farmers because there does 
not seem to be any important after-result on 
future crops, but this is really because it 
has been washed away in thé soil drainage. 
Other forms of nitrogen do not seem to 
stimulate so much because they are not 
ready for plant food when they are. first ap- 
plied to the soil, and perhaps only a com- 
paratively small amount of the application 
is utilized In one season. The next season, 
owing to the action of soil bacteria and 
chemical processes, the balance of these 
other formations of nitrogen which were in- 
soluble and not washed from the soil, be- 
come changed into nitrates also and thus still 
feed other following crops. They do not 
stimulate the plants as soon as the ni- 
trate of soda, because they are not in a con- 
dition to feed the plants, but they stimulate 
other plants the next year when nature's 
laboratory has brought them into a condition 
of food. We frequently see it stated that 
nitrate of soda wilt stimulate a plant to 
great wood growth to the exclusion of fruit, 
and this may be true, not however, because 


of its nitrogen, but owing to the oxygen it . 


possesses. While the soda does not imme- 
diately inhibit the growth of the plant, it 
does retard fruiting. Thig is only in case 
of very great over-feeding of nitrate of soda, 
because it is noticeable that if there is 
plenty of lime in the soil, with plenty of 
organic matter, sulphate of ammonia, ni- 
trate of potash and nitrate of soda, the 
great development which ensues is as 
marked in the produce of fruit as it igs of 
the wood of the plant, and all are developed 
to their fullest extent. 


For Direct Plant Feeding. 


We can farm without nitrate of soda but 
we cannot farm so well without it as with 
it, and the manufacture of fertilizers could 
not be carried on as successfully as it is 
without it. In using it as a simple we 
should have a distinct purpose in view for 
direct plant feeding, and it should not be 
looked upon as a means of stocking the 
soil] with nitrogen, because it cannot be de- 
pended upon for that. Nitrate of soda can- 
not be safely mixed with any material 


- earrying much moisture as it is a deliques- 


cent substance and would therefore absorb 
the moisture and become a wet salt. It can 
be readily mixed with any dry material, so 
in the case of mixing it with other ma- 
terials care should be taken to obtain the 
percentage of moisture in the other ma- 
terlals. A soggy salt, which would be pro- 
duced by the nitrate of soda absorbing the 
moisture from any material mixed with it, 
would of course, after a time dry out and 
leave the mixed material caked and unfit 
for practical use. In applying nitrate of 
soda to a crop it is best to do it at a 
season of active growth so that the plants 
can utilize it readily. It should never be 
applied when the plants are dormant or 
partially so, because on becoming dissolved 
in the goil it is liable to injure the dormant 
roots. ;

The Buying Basis.

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Lought by the ton, yet if the greatest 
economy is to be observed it is better to 
buy it on its unit of nitrogen, which av- 
erages about sixteen units of nitrogen to the 
ton. Nitrogen generally costs less in ni- 
trate of soda than in any other compound of 
nitrogen, and if there were not good and 
sufficient reasong why it could not always 
be used to its fullest extent it would be 
economy to purchase it only when requiring 
nitrogen for our crops. The wholesale price 
of it used to average about 16 cents a 
pound, but fit is very high now, owing to the 
extensive use of nitrate for the manufacture 
of explosives by the nations engaged in 
war, and those who are working on the 
plan of keeping the peace by being prepared 
for war. The nitrate of soda as it is bought 
for furtilizer is not absolutely pure, and 
therefore would vary somewhat in composi- 
tion from the formula given, but it is usually 
95 per cent, pure and runs quite uniform in 
composition. Whon it is about 85 per cent. 
pure it can be counted on as having about 
fourteen units of nitrogen. 
* 


Dried Bicod. 


Next in importance to nitrate, dried blood 
is the article of fertilizer commerce most 
widely used. While the nitrogen in nitrate 
of soda is in the form of nitrate, and when 
dissolved is immediately ready for use by 
the plants, the nitrogen in the dried blood 
is in what is usually termed organic nitro 
gen form and must pass through processes 
which evolve ammonia and nitrites before it 
reaches a condition of nitrates; in other 
words it must be decomposed. The action 
that takes place in reducing the organic ni- 
trogen of blood to nitrates is almost if not 
entirely bacterial, and as the solls contain 
vast quantities of the bacteria of decompo- 
sition and nitrification, dried blood when put 
in the soll and dissolved passes quite 
readily to a condition of plant food. That 
is to say, if the soil has a sufficiency of air 
to give the oxygen necessary for the nitri- 
fying bacteria to oxidize the compounds of 
decomposition and denitrification which 
work upon the dissolved organic material.

Soil Physics and Blood. 


If the soil is dense or too wet so. that 
air cannot penetrate it readily, or if it is too 
dry so that there ig not er gh moisture, 
the dried blood put into the soil wonld he 


a long time inert as far as furnishing plant — 


food is concerned. Then again, if the soil 
is wanting in lime, which ig the most im- 
portant base for the formation of nitrates 
from the nitric acid evolved by the bacteria, 
and for the modifying of the other acids 


of decomposition which result, the action of — 


4'ood will not be healthy but will tend to 
harm rather than benefit the plants in the 
soll. 


Dried Bloog an Ammoniate. 


Dried blood is often spoken of as an am- 
moniate in distinguishing its action from 
nitrate of soda, while as a fact it does not 
contain ammonia, though in the soil the am- 
monifiers, among the bacteria, work in ad- 
vance of the nitrifiers and consequently am- 
monia would be produced frequently before 
the nitrates. It is sometimes argued by 
agents who handle what are known as blood 
and bone fertilizers, that the blood offers 
so many units of hydrogen because it was an 
ammonia compound. This is by no means 
correct, for as already mentioned, the ni- 
trogen of the blood is in what is termed or- 
ganic matter condition. Fresh blood, before 
it is dried, contains approximately 80 per 
cent. water with upwards of 3 per cent. ni- 


trogen; with this there is a small amount of — 


phosphoric acid, say 4% of 1 per cent., and 
about-%% of 1 per cent. alkali salts. From 
this fresh blood, by the utilization of the 
solid clot the fertilizer known as dried 
blood is prepared, and so perfect has the 
process been carried that in a well ap- 
pointed establishment the whole output for 
fertilizer can be kept to a standard of 14 
per cent. nitrogen, or practically 17 per cent. 
ammonia. As an actiial fact, however, 
blood is turned out in all kinds of grades 
from about 8 per cent, to 14 per cent. nitro. 
gen, The nitrogen in blood is almost always 
quoted as ammonia, and it is necessary in 
purchasing it to keep in mind that almost, 
one-fifth must be deducted from the am- 
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monia figure to arrive at the ar con- 
tent. 


Biood vs. Nitrate, for Fertilizer. 


Disappotatments that acmetimes arise 
from the use of blood in horticulture are 
generally due to the condition of the soil 
from a physical standpoint or from a want 
of lime in the soil. Blood cam be applied to 
& soil at a time when it wotld not be safe 
to apply nitrate, for instance while the tree 
is dormant. Just here it may be important 
to draw attention to a matter upon which 
growers often go astray; it is said by grow- 
erg that they fear to apply rich nitrogen 
fertilizers when they do not want the plant 
to grow, because it will force growth in 
the tree. This is not correct, unless the 
time of season be such as to allow active 
bacterial work in the soil and the rapid for- 
mation of nitrates from the blood, and even 


these nitrates would not have a stimulative 


effect upon the plant unless the season is 
one in which active growth is likely. When 
a plant is dormant or partially dormant, fer- 
tilizers will not of themselves wake it up 
and set it a-going, there must be some ac- 
tivity on the part of the plant or it will not 
utilize fertilizers, but a plant is not liable 
te be dormant at a time when the soil is 
warm enough for bacterial action. If it was, 
the nitrates formed by the nitrifying bac- 
teria would really be liable to harm the 
plant. 
unearth an evidence to show that dried 
blood had any bad effect upon a plant in 
winter time, such as nitrates are said to pro- 
duce. But I have been able to find that 
rich feeding of nitrogenous fertilizers such 
as dried blood have had a seriously harm- 
ful action on fruit trees in soils deficient in 
lime, or even in soils poorly cultivated so 
as to be dense and insufficiently supplied 
with oxygen. Dried blood is one of the 
most valuable materials for fertilizing, and 
while it does not offer the prompt action 
which nitrate of soda gives, it nevertheless 
is its superior as an organic nitrogen car- 
rier, and offers a substance which is readily 
uissolved in the soil and from which nitrates 
«re ‘Tre comparatively quickly Produced.

This does not include the miles upon 
miles in the annexations of Griffith Park, 
Hollywood, the San Fernando Valley, Cole- 
grove and Westgate, but means just what 
would be called “in town.” Neither is it in- 
clusive of back yards. Seven-eighths of 
this 16,889.6 acres lies unused and eating 
itself up in taxes, and we complain of hard 
times and the high cost of living! 

The possibilities shut up im this idie 
ground are unlimited and the expenditure 
to bring them out would be almost nothing. 
All property is subject to a weed tax, and 
the price of clearing it to escape this tax 
could be put into the cultivation of it. Very 
often the use of unoccupied gfound may be 
obtained for the asking from the owner, as 
cultivation would do away with the necessity 


of his having to have the weeds removed. 


The biggest percentage of unused ground 
lies in the western and southern portions of 
the city, where the land is level, the soil 
wonderful and water piped to every street. 
A fortune lies there unclaimed, and potatoes 
and onions go on soaring!

Garbage Can Too Full. 


ENORMOUS QUANTITIES OF GOOD 
FOOD THROWN AWAY. 
Los Angeles sells $30,198 worth of food 
for $51 every day, How much of it is yours? 
Did you ever stop to think, as you 
dragged your heavy garbage pail out to the 
curb, that you had paid for its contents by 
the pound and that you were now making 
your daily offering to the great American 
god, “Waste?” | 
You pay an average of 15 cents a pound 
for your food and the daily garbage collec- 
tion is 100 to 200 tons. Somebody seems to 
be wasting something. 


That 15 cents per pound is a conservative 
estimate based upon current prices. Pota- 
toes are 5 cents a pound; onions, 15; beans, 
14; bunched vegetables, 5; cabbage, 4; 
frujt, 6; canned goods, 7; butter, 40; bread, 
5; flour, 5; cereals, 5; sugar, 8; tea, 50; cof- 
fee, 30; eggs, 30; meat, 25; all making an 
average of 15% cents a pound, which is a 
pretty good price for garbage, isn’t it? 

The figure, $30,198, is based on a daily col- 
lection of 100 tons. This fs during the win- 
ter months when more canned goods and 
puddings went their wasteful way to the gar- 
bage can. The melon rind and corn husk 
period requires a collection 6f 200 tons 
daily. Just the money invested in your 
share would soon form a pretty solid bulk- 
head against a rainy season, or at least put 
an extra bolt am-the door when the wolf is 
snooping round outside, 


As is well known, the city removes the 
garbage at a cost of $1.98 a ton, then very 
appreciably decreases that expense for ua 
by selling it for_51 cents a ton to the Pacific 
Reduction Company, at whose plant it is con- 
verted into fertilizer. “Well,” you say, “if 
the reduction company makes fertilizer out 
of the stuff it goes back into the earth and 
society at large is benefited thereby.” True 
enough, but only 15 per cent. of the entire 
bulk is saved in the process of reduction, . 
the other 85 per cent. being a total loss. 
Surely more than 85 per cent. of the food 
wasted this way could have been saved by 


‘the individual waster. 


The average private family’s garbage 
bucket contains food enough for several 
meals. This garbage leak if put into figures 
would exceed that of the famous war note. 

But let’s get back in the garbage bucket 
and see if we can’t find a way to make that 
Lighly useful article strictly a necessity. 
What's going in it today? Potato peelings? 
My dear woman, that’s not waste, that’s sac- 
rilege. To peel a potato at this stage of out 
career ig wicked. Cook them with their 
jackets on, thereby preserving the flavor, 
pot to speak of all the little callories and 
the saving in potato. When: you”boil them, 
allow enough for two or three meals and on 
successive days have them creamed, or scal- 
loped, or fried crisp and brown, or any of the 
delicioug ways that are improved by the 
previous boiling in their skins. Or if you 
feel you must peel them, cut deép at each 
eye and plant the parings in the kitchen 
garden which should be in your back yard 
in these days of fighting the high cost of 


“ Hving. Plants started this way will not brought by the early slaves from the Congo, 


yield as heavily as whole potatoes cut up, 
but they will amply repay you for the little 
trouble of planting them, and wouldn't it 
be nice to know that your next summer's 
potatoes would cost you absolutely nothing? 

Of course you have no corn husks now, 
but when the time comes for them don't 
throw them away, They will be part of next 
winter's fuel. Dried and stacked in the cel- 
lar they will take the place of the precious 
paper with which we have so thoughtlessly 
started our fires in the old careless days. 

What else were you going to put in that 
bucket? A little left over of rice, a scrap 
of steak, a crust of bread, a celery stalk and 
a bit of stewed tomato, all together about 10 
cents’ worth of food. Combine them in a 
tasty dish and you have saved that 10 cents 
as well as the price of the extra vegetable 
you would have bought to take their place. 
Looks small, but it doesn’t take many bits to 
make a pound, and pounds add up into tons, 
you know. The study of scrap utilization 
should be a constant one with eyery house- 
keeper. The initial preparation of any food 
is a comparatively easy proposition, but the 
utilization of leftovers requires thinking, and 
how we all do hate to waste our precious 
gray matter on a little thing like the mak- 
ings of a pattie. If, however, we don't stop 
this heedless throwing away of today’s 
scraps, tomorrow is going to find us com- 
pelled to think, and think hard, where to 
find food for the table, not to speak of the 
garbage can.

No covering ov a tree diana will in any 
wise hasten the healing process or help 
iorm a callus. Its sole office is one of protec- 
tion from decay, insects, etc., while the stub 
is gradually being covered by new “err 
Dressings’ used should be reapplied when 
ever the wood becomes exposed to keep out 
infection until entirely calloused over, for if 
decay or other germs, or insects otce get a 
lodgement, even if the wound entirely heals 
over the infection may work until the tree 
dies or becomes hollow, The callus is formed 
by the cambium tissue or inner bark that 
ilies between back and wood. The old wood 
itself takes no part in the healing process, 
but on the contrary dies and is therefore a 
meunce to the life of the tree.

T. MICHAEL (Alaska.)—The Indians of 
Alaska are fast passing away. Alcohol, 
tuberculosis and others of the eyils 
brought in by the white man have deci- 
mated them and they grow fewer and fewer. 
They are changing their customs, and eth- 
nologically speaking, within a stort time 
they will be little more than a memory. I! 
have already written of the natives of the 
Yukon Valley, and later I shall describe the 
Eskimos who live on Seward Peninsula and 


almost thirty years ago, every widow 
shaved her head as smooth as a billiard ball 
in order to show. that she was mourning 
for her husband. She also stained her teeth 
black in osder to make herself unattractive. 
The widows of the Thiingets shaved their 
heads that same way until the missionaries 
taught them better, and they even painted 
their faces black as a sign of mourning. 
The black used was a water color, and if 
this were streaked with tears it was a sign 
of emotion and brought the: widow respect 
through her grief for-her dead husbaiid. _ 
Cremation is common in Japan. It was 
for years common in Alaska. Many of 
these Indians burned their dead, and they 
had hollow poles in which they deposited 
the ashes. Some of the tribes took the

The totem in 
frout of a house tells bim who lives there, 
and also the story of their ancestors. Simi- 
lar crests are used on baskets, moccasins 
and in carvings of wood, stone and copper; 
and if a native had a letterhead, he would 
probably print some of these signs at the 
top of the sheet. 


The Totem Poles. 


During my stay at Sitka, I visited the 


the same tribal family. Miss Crow must 
always expect to marry a Mr. Eagle, al 
though her husband may belong to any one 
of the subdivisions of the great Eagle 
family, It is perfectly proper for her to 
unite with a Shark, Whale, Wolf or Bear, 


for they all go back to the Eagle family, but ~ 


she cannot marry a Salmon, Seal, Frog or 
Beaver, who descend from the Crow. This 
prevents the intermarriage of relatives and 
does m for the health of the tribes. 
Woman Rules the Family. 


I am told there is & certain casie, oF 
rank, in the families so subdivided. Somé 
branches are much more aristocratic than 
others, and a woman who marries beneath 
her is considered a disgrace to her family, 
She is more despised than an English 
duchess who marries a shopkeeper, and-het 


along the shores of the Arctic Ocean and 
Bering Sea. I shall also visit the Aleuts 
who inhabit the jong chain of islands that 
reaches from the end of the Alaskan Pen- 
insula almost to Asia. This letter deals 
with the Indians of Southeastern Alaska 
‘and those that skirt the coast as far north 
as the terminus of our new railroad at 
Seward. It has to do with the Totem In- 
Gians, and more especially with the Thlin- 
gets, who are far different from the Indians 
of.the United States proper, and indeed, 
from any others on our Western Hemi- 


sphere. 


The Indians of ‘Alaska look far more like 
the Chinese and Japanese than like the 
red men farther south. They have yel- 
lowish or light brown complexions. Their 
eyes are a trifle slanting, and their cheek- 
bones are as high as those of the Mongols, 
or the inhabitants of Tibet. When dressed 
in European clothes it is difficult to tell 
them from the Japanese who come north 
to work in the fish canneries, and it is a 
question whether they did not originally 
come from Asia, crossing from Kamchatka 
in their canoes to the Aleutian Islands and 
gradually making their way to the Alexan- 
der archipelago, which they largely inhabit. 


Probable Origin of Thiingets. | 


Bering Strait is only fifty or sixty miles 
wide, and there are two islands in the 
midst of it, so that it would be easy for the 
Chukchi and other Mongolian tribes to cross 
ever from Asia to the malniand of this 
continent; and it may be that the Thiingets 


made their first migration that way. There 
is no doubt that they have many of the 


traits of the Mongols, and im some way 
they are like the Japanese. They are great 
imitators, skilled in carving, and naturally 
bright and quick wiited. Some of their 
customs are the same as those that pre 
vailed in Japan before it adopted the west- 
erm civilization; and it is not hard to 
imagine that these customs may have come 
down from their Mongolian ancestors, For 
instance, whea I first visited Japan, now 


the family dead house, the bones of each in- 
dividual being distinguished from the others 
by the colors of the sacks. 


Funeral Ceremonies. 


The Chinese will undergo any privation 
to have a good funeral, The Alaskan In- 
dians do likewise. 
‘have and borrow money from their friends 
to spend upon the funeral of a relative. 
They put his favorite possessions on the 
grave, and clothing and bedding alongside 
the coffin. After the funeral is overs they 
give a great feast in honor of the deceased, 
and the food they eat is supposed to 
nourish the spirit of the dear departed as it 
goes to the other world. They differ from 
the Chinese in that they seldom bury the 
dead in mounds. In Southeastern Alaska it 
rains so much that the grund ig always wet 
and the people put up as vaults little houses 
of wood set upon poles. The soil of many 
of the islands fs too shallow for graves, and 
a cemetery may consist of scores of such 
little houses, each not larger than a dog 
kennel. 

Burial vaults of this kind are to be found 
in the interior. I saw many of them on my 
way down the Yukon. In some cases they 
covered the top of a hill. The houses were 
painted in all the colors of the rainbow, and 
some had rude crosses of wood or of iron 
pipes, screwed togethe?, rising above them. 
Practically all of. the Indians are now Chris- 
tians, but their old superstitions are mixed 


with their new religion, and it is sometimes. 


hard to tell where one ends and the other 
begins. At Fort Yukon I photographed a 
cemetery not far from the mission station. 
Here the dead are buried in the ground, 
and each tomd marked with a board 
painted white, while each collection of 
graves was surrounded by a fence of bright- 
colored palings. 

In Southeastern Alaska a curious survival 
of the old customs is to be seen in the totem 
poles which formerly stood before each 
house and often over the graves of the 
chiefs and othera. These totem poles are

They take what they 


Zot erre 
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Sheldon Jackson Museum, which has many 
relics of early Alaska. One of its former 
curators says that the totem pole was in- 
vented by the Haida Indians, and that it 
was of three different kinds. One-kind was 
erected in front of a house. This had the 
figures of different animals, and represented 
the totems of a family and their relatives. 
Another totem pole wus called the death 
totem. This was sometimes a mortuary 


post which contained the ashes ot the dead, 


and it was sometimes erected over the 
grave, A third class of totem poles was 
put up by the Haidas as monuments of re- 
markable events that-had ‘taken place. The 
jast illustrated !egends and other stories. 
It was a record of history, and the story 
was told by combinations of figures or carv- 
ings—a sort of picture-writing, as it were. 
‘The Haidas Were divided into three classes: 
the rich, the middle class and the slaves. 
The slaves were never allowed to erect 
poles in front of their dwellings, and the 
higher the pole, as a general -rule, the 
richer and more aristocratic the owner. 

The totem poles about the dwellings of 
the Indians range in height from that of a 
man to that of a four-story house. They are 
carved out of solid tree trunks, and some of 
the larger ones are valued at several thous- 
and dollars apiece. Many of them are 
beautifally carved and their ugliness is that 
of design, rather than execution. Most of 
the carvings are those of animals and birds, 
and each figure means something. The 
house poles indicate to which of the two 
great families of the Indians the inmates 
belong. These families cover Southeastern 
Alaska. They are known as the Eagle and 
the Crow. Each has its subdivisions, which 
are shown by subtotems. To the Eagle 
family belong the subdivisions of the Bear; 
Wolf, Shark, Whale and others; and to the 
Crow family belong the Seals, Frogs, Sal- 
mons and Beavers. There are numerous 
other subdivisions, but they all, belong ‘to 
the Eagles and Crows, 

According to the unwritten law of these 
Indians, a husband and wife cannot be of 


relatives wil] not chip in for as costly @ 
burial as though she had married in her 
own class. A daughter of one of the Brown 
Bear divisiong would be disgraced by a 
marriage with a son of the Mouse or thq@ 
Snail, and the Crows and Eagles at the top 
of the genealogical tree can only marry on@ 
another. | 

Another curious thing, in these days off 
the new woman and woman suffrage, is th@. 
high posftion that woman has always held 
among these Indians. She rules the famiip, 
No bargain is made, no journey eth ptm 
nor aby important thing done without c 
sulting the woman. The embiem of the 
wife is at the very top of the genealogical 
pole, and the totem of the husband comes 
lower down. Any Indian, on seeing a totem 
pole, can tell the family of the mother and 
knows that it rules the house. If he belonga 
to the same family he is sure to be welcome, 
but otherwise he thinks a while before he 
risks stopping. | 

I am told that most of these Indian 
families were founded“by women. The Bear 
family started with a chief's daughter, who 
Was out one day with some other squawa 
picking strawberries. A great bear came 
up and all of the girls bat the chief's daugh- 
ter ran away, but she put her hands on her 
hips and laughed at him. Thereupon the 
bear ran after the other maidens and killed 
them. He fell in love with the girl] who had 
scorned him and made her his wife. The 
fruit of the union was a girl who was half 
girl and half bear, and she became the map 
ternal ancestor of all the natives who now 
belong to the Bear totem. Another story 
tells how a family originated in a male 
grizzly bear, and a third of how a woman 
founded the tribe of Wood worms. 


Work for the Government. 


Indeed, the customs, myths and folkiore 
of these Alaskan Indians are such that our 
government should put its scientists to 
work gathering a record of them before it is 
too late. We need some such work in 
Alaska as Frank Cushing did among the 
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Enforced Rest Treatment. 


OMPLETE rest is the best remedy for. 
certain ailments. This is true of con 
ditions where the organs are actually 


tmjured, or in cases where a certain organ 


is exhausted from overwork or disease, as 
well as in conditions involving nervous or 
mental fatigue. 

An illustration of the first of these condi- 
tions is a broken bone or a _ ruptured 
muscie, where absolute rest is necessary in 
order to give the injured fragments a 
chance to unite. Indigestion is an illustra- 


tion of a condition in which an organ is ex- . 
-hausted, or is not performing its proper 


function for some other reason, in which a 
period of enforced rest is often curative 
organ in question is usually the 
stomach; and when this organ is acutely 
Tebellious, as shown by the distressing 
“heart burn,“ “sour stomach” or acute pain 
in the region of the heart, nothing is quite 
éo effective as abstimence from food for 
twenty-four hours. Even relatively 
short period of rest is often sufficient to 
permit the organ to resume its normal 
functions. 

In this condjtion, and in the case of the 
broken bone, the enforced rest is only ap 
plied to a certain organ or set of organs. 
But in nervous and mental diseases it is 
usually impossible to enforce rest upon the 
particular set of organs that may be at 


_ fault except by resting the entire body. The

tematically by Dr. Weir Mitchell for cor 


a form of treatment in which the entire 
system is given a period of relative inac 
tivity, with beneficial effects. ~- 

Dr. Mitchell's treatment stopped a liti‘e 
short of complete rest. however; but re 
eently a form of enforced rest has bec» 
used which goes one step farther than the 
original rest cure, and seems to get quic ker 


results, and apparently better ones. 


Applying Enforced Rest. 


Dr. Siégfried Block, in referring to this’ 
treatment, says that “the patients are told 
they will be made to live as nearly as pos- 
Sible like those anima!s which hibernate 
during the winter—just about live, with the 
least amount of vitality, movemen!, and 
food. The class of patients. for whom this 
plan of treatment is specially devised are 
those who are constanily in a state of un- 
rest, the hyperirritable, overworked bus- 
ness man or woman: “the mother or father 
who quarrels with the rest of the family; the 


- heartbroken widow aiter the recent loss of 


her husband, or the disappointed individual 
of a long but broken courtship are types 
amenable to this procedure. Even in cases 
where the ordinary sanatorium rest cures 
are. useless, good results are obtained.” 

In order to be successful, however. this 
treatment must be carried out system- 
atically, and Dr. Biock's method of accom: 
plishing this is as follows: All _ visitors 
are allowed on the first day. On the second 
day visitors are allowed for only one hour 
during the whole day. On the third day 
only intimate members of the family are 
admitted for fifteen minutes. On the 
fourth day family members are admitted 
for five minutes only and they are told to 
talk very little to the patient. After this

about one week. At the end of that period 
the patient gradually resumes his ordinary 


‘mode of life, just reversing the processes . 


of the initial stage about eating, seeing vis- 
itors, reading, and taking exercise. By the 
end of the second week, therefore, the 


‘treatment is completed, and in a very large 


number of instances the patient is rejuven- 
ated, and physically. 

In severe cases, where there are some 
complications such as insomnia, it is neces- 


sary to administer sedatives in the begin ,, 


ning. But the basis of the treatment is the 
systemaiic rest. 

When we consider how beneficial rest is 
as a “healing agent.” and how little actual 
rest-—rest that even approaches the abso 
lute—our minds and bodies are given in 
our high tension state of life, it is easy to 
understand how this system of enforced 
rest. or any system that.will cause relaxa- 
tion, may be of great benefit. Rest is an 
ancient remedy, often prescribed but set- 
dom filled. The Greek philosophers 
preached and practiced it. Yet there is a 
greater need for taking this prescription at 
the present time than at any period in the 
history of the world. It is a system of 
“drugiess healing”. that commends itself to 
all schools of medicine as well as to most 
infelligent laymen. 

Curing Tired Feet. 
This is the age of tired feet; it is also 
the age of pavements. And tired feet are 


_ largely the result of walking on hard pave 


ments. ‘Yet, curiously enough, pavements 

were invented primarily to enable man to 

move ou his feet more 


The outer side of ‘the foot is of stronger 
censtruetion than the inner, and would re- 
main so even With proloaged usage on hard 
pavemcnts if the foot is kept in a proper 
positicn while walking. But the out-toeing 
position takes the strain off the outer por- 
tions of the foot, 
weakened eventually through lack of 
natiral exercise, The best way to correct 
this. and af the same time correct the ten- 
to arehes, is by cultivating 
the habit of walking and standing with the 
feet beld paraliel This is particularly 
help iul to persons who are obliged to stand 
for prolonged periods at their work. 

in addition, there are two simple exer- 
cises whieh will strengthen the foot 
mrscles-and ward off the tendency to 
fatigue if practiced for a few moments 
each day. One of these consists in toeing- 
in as much as possible—walking club 
footed--and walking about the room for one 
minute several times each day. This poat- 
tion puts the strain on the muscles of the 
outside of the foot, thus toning them up 
and strengthening them. The strain will 
be apparent to any one the first time he 
tries this exaggerated form of pigeon-toed 
locomotion. But the ultimate result will be 
a pronounced strengthening and straighten- 
ing of the feet, with a tendency to assume 
unconsciously a natural position tn walking ST. 


and standing. 


The second exercise consists in throwing 
the weight of the body on to the outside of 
the feet by standing with the legs crossed 
and the feet held parallel. This position 
should be assumed for several minutes 
each day, and is often found very restful 
to persons obliged to stand in cram 
quarters.

and then thé other in the lead, the outside 
foot muscles may be strengthened very 
rapidly. 

If either one, or both, of these exercises 
are practiced for one minute periods three 
or four times each day, the foot muscles will

The region around New York, of 
which we speak, represents billions of dol- 
lars, and the expense of providing mobility 
to our naval forces and security to the area 
would be but a fraction of one per cent. 

Our second considerable strategica) area 
is that of Chesapeake Bay, embracing Wash- 
ington and -—Norfolk—that is, the national 
capita] and an immensely important naval 
base. Just now the adequate defense of 
Chesapeake Bay entrance fs the main consid- 
eration, for we have left that “stable door” 
wide open, as we have also the Delaware 
Bay entrance. 


The first commanding strategical point, 
in connection with the Panama Canal and 
its approaches, is Key West. Mahan, in his 
“Naval Strategy” (p. 317,) says, “There is 
nothing that can be said about the Interests 
of the United States in the Panama Canal, 
as connecting the Atlantic and Pacific 
coasts, that does not apply with equal force 
to the straits of Florida as uniting the At- 
lantic to the Gulf of Mexico and the Missis- 
sipi Valley.” Its main importance is in its 
relation to Cuba, whose political integrity 
we are pledged to defend, Cuba is,, in ef-

tactical defenses of the Panama Cana! itself 
well under way and well understood; and 
we have Guantanamo, “on the mainiand,” 
dominating Jamaica and the Windward Pas- 
sage:*but we bave over and beyond all 
Culebra Island, the neutralizer of Bermuda 
and the British West Indies positions—the 
ideal outlying astrategica| base—situated 
twenty miles east of Porto Rico and twenty 
miles west of the Danish Island of St. 
Thomas. For the price we could possibly 
purchase the Danish West Indies we could 
make them useless strategically to anyone 
else by spending the money on Culebra, 
only twenty miles distant from St. Thomas. 

As Mahan points out In his “Naval 
Strategy:” ‘Im short, as to the Caribbean 
and the Isthmus of Panama, Guantanamo 
and Culebra can become to. the 
States what Gibraltar and Malta are to the 
interests of Great Britain in the Mediter- 
ranean and at Suez, with the advantage to 
us that they are nearer our home ports than 
those positions are to Great Britain.” 


On the Pacific Coast we recognize the im- 
portance of two home bases, one on San 
Francisco Bay and the other on Puget 
Sound, and so it remains to consider the 
question of outlying and advance bases in 
the strategy of the Pacific. In his splendid 
book on “Naval Strategy” Mahan says: 

“Through the Caribbean Sea lie the ap- 
proaches to the Isthmus of Panama, the 
place where the Monroe doctrine focusea, 
The Caribbean still remains important, per- 
haps it has not even quite lost ita lead, but 
it is now balanced by the Pacific... . . 


National policy now imposes naval stations 
in the Pacific. . , . The selected ports, 
lLowever, in both oceans, obviously can and 
should form a well-considered system, in 
which the facilities and endurance of each 
part shall be proportioned to its relation to 
the whole.” 

It will be noted that the positions which 
Germany held in the Pacific are now held, 


United _ 


possibly only for the moment, in other 
hands thereby upsetting that balance of po- 
sitions which gave no one country too great 
a dominance for our own future good. 

We have, to be sure, recoggized the sin- 
gular strategic importance of the Hawaiian 
Islandg by half-heartedly providing some of 
the defenses of Oahu Island and Pear! Har- 
bor, Anyone really alive to the actual situ- 
ation in our Pacific possessions must feel 
grave misgivings as to our future on that 
ocean. An onnce of prevention now is worth 
several tons in the future if our relations 
become strained, and the remedy Iles in in- 
telligent appreciation and conservative but 
definite action. 

Without going too deeply inbe an analysis 
ot the strategy of the Pacific, there is one 
thought which we must dismiss from our 
minds, and that is that we are really ever 


going to tell anyone to tell va to get out 
of Guem and the Philippines, or that the 
moral and economic interests of the world 
at large will be otherwise than definitely 


set back by our doing so. To do so volun- 
tarily ig enough like the proposition of re- 
paper to make it difficult to appear grace- 
ful in doing so. On the contrary, history 
will vindicate the acquisition of the Philip- 
pines as an act of broad satesmanship, 
through which we will eventually solve the 
question of our economic relations with the 
peoples of the Far Bast by that exhibiticn 
of moral and physical purpose which alone 
satisfies the oriental mind. Soft words and 
evasion of issues get you nowhere in diplo- 
macy, and only intrenched position is useful 
in strategy. 

It is a historical fact that no great naval 
battle has ever been fought in mid-ocean, 
but always near the bases of one or the 
other powers, and the ports of supply, or 
naval bases, indicate the direction of the 
line which operations must take in time of 
war and which become lines of communica- 
tions once the fleet has advanced beyond 
any one naval base on the route. We al- 
ready have in the Pacific the heart’s desire 
in strategical positions, and we seem to lack 
only the knowledge and nerve to strengthen 
such of them as will permit us to take 
the initiative and thereby forestall and even 
prevent war by ing it too hopeless for 
anyone else to take thechances. It is game 
of checkers, with our advantage against 
the whole world as far as mere positions 
go. It is clearly in our power to compel 
the strategy of the Pacific in time of peace 
in such a way as to avoid the possibility of 
war. Pacifists who preach disarmament as 
a means of avoiding war are safe enough on 
the paid lecture circuit but to be pacific in 
the Pacific is to be the strong man armed 
—and there is no other way. That we will 
ever be so armed in the Pacific no one can 
believe who recognizes the potency of local 
and political interests in absorbing the 
substance which might better go to the 
maintenance of the two arms of natiorat 
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security, ic = well-paid and well-trained 
diplomatic corps and a chain of naval, bgses 
for our stay-at-home feet. 

Any consideration of the strategy of the 
Pacific is utterly futile which leaves out the 
erection of Guam into a great naval base 
as our key to it for all time-—our fard@ung 
outpost of “peace in the Pacific” through 
armed power in repose. Other positions 
which we now own, such aa Tutuila (Sa- 
moa,) Dutch Harbor (Unalaska,) Sitka, Mid- 
way Island, Corregidor, etc., ar® questions 
of definite offensive or defensive areas, or 
of shortening lineg of communications, and 
as such are worthy of consideration as 


_ Strategic points, but our first necessity is 


the extension of the defenses of the Panama 
Canal and Pear} Harbor. Then come Cule- 
bra and Guam as great insular bases. 
Meanwhile the other strategical points — 

above enumerated should be treated, for the 
time being, as possible advance bases; their 
harbors should be cleared of obstructions, 
and the necessary equipment prepared ac-

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cordingly. Even Guantanamo may be, for 
vance base class. 


The problems of our ‘athena strategy are 


.80 vast and yet so light-heartedly disre 


garded that it Is essential that naval officers 
and army officers, who know the rea) situa- 
tion, should have with them the intelligent 
understanding and co-operation of all intel- 
ligent citizens. Half measures give foreiga 
nations a great advantage when diplomatie 
relations are strained because they compe! a 
temporizing policy at critical times, for it is 
then impossible to do anything in the way 
of hasty preperation because it will only 
precipitate ‘war. 


An accompanying chart shows at &@ 
glance the outlines of the problem of our 
strategy, with the Panama Canal in work: 
ing order. What it would be with the canal 
blocked is another question. The defense of 
the canal is therefore the prime requisite of 
our national policy.

WAYS TO USE ORANGES. . 
For the Day we Celebrate. 


[Elgpa Iona Locke:] Now that the season 
for the “golden fruit” has arrived at its 
height, Californians who are boosters for 
‘Heme products” will want to serve this 
popular native fruit in as many attractive 
ways as possible on their tables. Following 
are recipes for serving oranges in many dif- 
Yerént forms. There ig no fruit more health- 
ful and they should be freely used. 

ORANGE SOUP.—To one quart of water 
im a saucepan add half a dozen whole cloves, 


_ two sticks of cinnamon, the thin yellow peel 


of a lemon, and four bitter almonds, Let all 
steep for an hour, then boil gently for ten 
minutes, strain, add one-half cupful of sago, 


another quart of boiling water, and simmer 
until clear. 


Then add one teaspoonful of 
salt, two tablespoonfuls of sugar, and one 
pint. of orange juice. Serve at once. 
ORANGE SHORTCAKE.—Oranges make 
delightful shortcake filling, by using your 
favorite recipe for strawberry shortcake, 
and substituting oranges for the. berries. 
Or, the following method may be used with 
very satisfactory results: Peel half a dozen 
sweet oranges, removing any white pith or 
seeds, and cut the pulp into small pieces, 
cover with a cupful of white sugar and let 
stand while you make the crust. Sift to- 
gether one and one-half cupfuls of flour, one 
heaping teaspoonful of baking powder, and 
one-half teaspoonful of salt. Rub in two 
tablespoonfuls of butter or crisco until mixed 
thoroughly with the flour, so it appears like 
coarse meal, then stir in one cupful of sweet 
milk and the well beaten yolk of one egg 
mixed together, and lastly fold in the well 
whipped white of the egg. Bake in a 
greased dripping pan until done, then re- 
move to a hot platter, split in two layers 


_. with a hot knife (or with a coarse white 
thread,) butter well, and spread plentifully 


with the orange sauce. Whipped cream 


_makes a delightful addition, if you have it, 


either ve with the shortcake, or mixed 
with the o before spreading, or it 
thight be spread over the top of the orange 
#auce on each layer before piling them to- 


gether. 


ORANGE TOAST.—This makes a delicious 


- dish for breakfast or luncheon. Squeeze out 


the juice from half a dozen oranges and put 
it over the fire’to Heat. Thicken with one 
tablespoonful of corn starch dissolved in 
a little cold water, add a pinch of salt, one 
eupful of. the orange pulp shredded, and 


_ sugar to suit the taste. Pour the sauce hot 


over well buttered, hot toast, and duet 
lightly with powdered cinnamon or grated 
nutmeg, and serve at once. 


ORANGE DUMPLINGS—Take small 


_ sweet oranges, one for each person to be 


served, peel them carefully, removing all 


_ the white pith, and roll them in white sugar 


until well coated. Then lay each orange 
in the center of a round of pie crust rolled 
thin, gather the crust up around to com- 
pletely cover the orange and pinch the 
edges together. Lay them in a well buttered 
pan, smooth side up, and bake in a moder- 
ately hot oven. Serve them hot with a pud- 


 @ing sauce. 


ORANGE PIE.—Alliow two or three or- 


' anges, according to size,-for each pie. Peel, 
. @arefully removing all white bitter skin. 


“giice the oranges into 


Have the tins lined with a nice pie crust and 
them, over them 
sprinkle a pinch of salt and a little grated 
rind and strew over all a scant cupful of 
sugar to each ple. Add a top crust, and 
bake. 

ORANGE CUSTARD PIE.—Grate the yel- 
low rind from one orange and mix with the 
juice of two, add four tablespoonfuls of 
sugar, four well beaten eggs (reserving the 
whites of two,) one tablespoonful of butter, 


and one pint of milk. Bake with under crust 
- only, whip the two whites stiff with two 


tablespoonfuls of powdered sugar and spread 
over the top, set in the oven again to brown 
slightly. 


ORANGE PUDDING.—Take small stale 


loaf of baker's bread, remove the crust and 


erumblé the soft part fine, and pour over it 
one quart of boiling hot milk, add one cup- 
ful of sugar, one-fourth cupful of butter, 
three well beaten eggs, and the grated rind 
of one and juice and pulp of two large or- 
anges. Pour into a buttered dish and bake. 
Serve hot with any preferred kind of sauce. 

ORANGE MOLD.—Cream one tablespoon- 
ful of butter with three-fourths cupful of 


sugar, add the well beaten: yolks of three

eggs, the grated yellow rind of one large or- 


ange with the juice and pulp, and two cup- 
fuls of boiling water. Thicken with two 
tablespoonfuls of corn starch dissolved in a 
little cold water, and when well cooked, re- 
move from the fire and fold in the whites 
of the eggs whipped stiff. Turn into cups 
or molds to harden and serve very cold, 

ORANGE CUP CUSTARD.—Peel largé 
juicy oranges, removing all white skin, and 
slice them thin, rejecting any seeds, place 
in buttered custard cups in layers with 
sugar sifted between and over them. Make 
a custard of one pint of cream or very rich 
milk and the well beaten yolks of three 
eggs, and pour over the oranges. Whip the 
whites of the eggs to a stiff froth with 
three tablespoonfuls of sugar, put a spoon- 
ful on top of each cup, and place in a mod- 
erate oven to bake until set and very lightly 
browned, Serve with cake. 

ORANGE FLOAT.—Put one quart of boil- 
ing water in a saucepan, add the juice of 
two lemons and one cupful of sugar, when 
the sugar is dissolved stir in four table- 
spoonfuls of corn starch dissolved in a little 
cold water, let cook and remove from the 
fire. Peel five large sweet oranges and 
slice them into a glass dish, rejecting any 
seeds, pour the blanc mange over them, and 
cover all with a meringue or with whipped 
cream flavored with vanilla, when cold. 

ORANGE FRITTERS.—To the well beaten 
yolks of two eggs add one cupful of milk, 
one tablespoonful of sugar, a pinch of salt, 
one teaspoonful baking powder, sifted with 
one and one-half cupfuls of flour and the 
well whipped whites of the eggs. Beat all 
together until very light. Peel four sweet 
large oranges and divide into sections re- 
moving any seedg carefully so as not to 
break the sections, dip each piece into the 
batter and drop into boiling hot cooking oll 
and fry a delicate brown. Drain well on 
soft paper and serve hot. 

ORANGE CREAM.—Take two large or- 
anges and scrub perfectly clean, wipe dry 
and grate them on a large grater. To the 
grated oranges add one cupful of sugar, one- 
half cupful of butter and one-half cupful of 
hot water, let boil, then beat in three 


’ whipped eggs, let thicken, and then remove 
from fire and set on ice. Serve very cold. 


FRUIT IN ORANGE CUPS.—Cut large 
oranges in halves and remove the pulp, cut 
it in small pieces, rejecting seeds, pith and 
white skin, and mix with an equal amount 
of ripe bananas peeled and sliced thin, add 
sugar to suit the taste, pour over them a 
little strawberry syrup, and set in a cold 
place for an hour or two. Clip the edges 
of the orange shells in points and fill them 
with the frit just before serving. 

SURPRISE ORANGES.—Select nice or- 
atges of medium size, and with a sharp- 
pointed knife cut a round the size of a dol- 
lar from the top of each. Scrape out the 
juice and pulp, mix with finely chopped 
figs and raisins and refill the oranges. Close 
with the ptece cut out. To be eaten with a 
spoon. 

ORANGE CHOCOLATE CREAMS.—Mix 
the white of an egg with an equal amount of 
orange juice, add the grated yellow rind of 
the orange, and a few drops of lemon juice, 
add confectioner’s sugar to make stiff 
enough to roll into balls. Melt some sweet 
chocolate and roll the balls of candy In it 
until well coated, lay on buttered plates. 
or oiled paper to harden. 


HOME HYGIENE. 
Simple Home Remedies. 


{Modern Priscilla:] It is far detier to 
have a few simple home remedies than to be 
running to the druggist and asking him for 
something which is good for constipation, 
cold or colic, The druggist, as a rule, is not 
a physician. He has not studied diagnosis. 
He can not tell whether the mother's idea 
of the trouble is correct or not. What he 
can do is to hand down some copyrighted 
nostrum—patent medicine, so-called—which 
may or may not contain any of the ingre 
dients which are necessary for the partic 
ular case. At least their composition fs 
secret, and there is one rule which every 
mother should always bear in mind: never 
give to a child any medicine the compost- 
tion of which is secret. 


No Secret Remedies. 


To this statement the reply is often 
made.. “The physician's prescription ts 


secret.” It is true that as a rule physicians pleces so with the stock set of dining-room 
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write their prescriptions in the Latin names 
of the ingredients. They are secret to the 
mother because she has not learned the 
Latin names of the simple remedies, but 
they are not secret to the physician. He 
knows what the child is taking. He Is per- 
fectly willing to tell the mother if she asks 
him. On the other hand, the druggist does 
not always know the composition of the 
eecret remedy. 


Law Demands Ingredients 


“Under the Federal jaw any remedy, and 
especially secret remedies, must place upon 
the label the names of certain of their con- 
stituents; among these are alcohol, opium 
and its derivatives, coca leaves and their 
derivatives, acetanilid and its derivatives, 
chloral hydrate, and cannabis. These are 
supposed to be habit-forming drugs, and 
hence the law, in order to protect the con- 
sumer, has required that when they are 
placed in a medicine their names shal! be 
declared. 


IN THE LAUNDRY. 
Anilin Blue. 


[Woman’s Home Companion:] Because 
it is soluble, and because one needs 50 
little of it, it-is economical. This bluing 
may be bought in such small quantities as 
one ounce for about 45 cents. Dissolve the 
ounce of powder in one gallon of lukewarm 
water. 
bottle, and keep as any liquid blue. This 
quantity will probably last a whole year for 
medium-sized family work. If at the be- 
ginning one finds that the clothes are too 
blue, rinse them in hot water and the color 
will be lightened. Anilin blue may be bought 
in two tints—violet and blue. The violet is 
especially suited for collars and cuffs and 
shirt fronts. If the cJothes are to be 
starched, starching should follow the bluing; 
if not, the clothes are hung out at once to 
Order of Washing. 


Housekeepers differ in the order of their 


washing, but to many, especially those who 
have a Jaundress by the day, it seems best 
to wash the table linen first. It reqhires no 
starching, and is more easily froned if 
taken down, folded and rolled before it is en- 
tirely dry. This frees the line, making it 
ready for the nert lot of clothes, usually 
bedding. It be found of great help not 
only to hang things straight on the line, 
but to fold as fast as taken down, thus:

Two days 
later a woman orange grower sold her 
ten-acre grove for $20, It is esti- 
mated that this grove has between 7000 
and 8000 boxes of oranges on the trees, 
worth at current prices nearly half the 
purchase price. About the same time 
an eastern buyer bought a piece of 
property of about ten acres, paying 
$40,000 for it. The seller offered to 
take the crop on the trees at $10,009 of 
the purchase price, but the tenderf ot 
buyer thought he would rather have 
the crop than the money. 

Two thousand dollars an acre is not 
an extravagant price for a piece of 

ood citrus fruit orchard in California. 
is is shown by the revenue produced 
by those who take care of their groves, 
and also is established by the prices 
paid in other countries where citrus 
fruits grow well. Around Valencia, 
Spain, citrus fruit orchards are scarcely 
to be had for any money. They are 
held in the family, passing from father 
to son, from generation to generation. 
The same is true of lemon orchards in 
Sicily. Indeed, in Spain, near Seville, 
good orchards of olive trees are often 
worth $1500 an acre, readily salable at 
that price but scarcely ever to be had.
